WEAVING WONDER INTO THE LIVES OF THE YOUNG is the hobby of 
Alva A. Mapes, 621 Parkside Drive, Bay Village, Ohio. Investing in a loom about 
six years ago and setting out to teach himself to weave, Mapes was just following 
his doctor’s advice and seeking an occupation with therapeutic value. It quickly 
developed into an all absorbing occupation. Quickly mastering the art, Mapes 
produced rugs, bags, towels, place mats, skirts, and other articles which were in 
demand. The garage was transformed into a weaving shed. Neighbors and_ friends 
gathered. The community was interested both in the fine articles for sale, and the 
art of weaving. 

Mapes became a member of the Baycrafters, a newly formed club of artists 
and craftsmen. A show was arranged in the Community House. Prominent among 
the displays were Mapes’ woven articles. Later it was placed in the Cleveland May 
Show at the Cleveland Art Museum. 

Many children who saw Mapes at work were caught by the wonder of it all. 
Friendly, informative, and enthusiastic, Mapes transferred his magic to the 
children. It worked upon them like a spell. The little ones besieged their parents 
with requests for lessons! Mapes’ shuttle had already served to weave its warp 
and woof into the fabric of village life. The Baycrafters set a fee of $12 for eight 
lessons, and the children eagerly wait their turn at the door of Mapes’ workshop. 
The skill with which they produce articles testifies to Mapes’ skill as a teacher 
as well as a craftsman. He cannot keep up with the orders placed for bags at 
Prices ranging from $3 to $4, rugs at~$10, towels at $2.50, place mats at $2, 
skirts at $25. In order to keep up with the work Mapes made additional looms 
for his own and students’ use, and acts as agent for people who wish to purchase 
looms. Mrs. Mapes caught the fever, and helps with the work. 

Is Mapes enjoying it? Last summer he took a trip. To get away from it all? 
Not on your life! He was just seeking new ideas for his craft. 

WINIFRED SHATTUCK. 
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GC ARE something no one would 
ever think could be turned into a 
fascinating hobby. But for almost a half 
century—since his fourteenth year— 
William P. Schramm of Russell, Min- 
nesota, has collected ghosts—between 
book covers. Many times this hobby- 
ist’s unique little advertisement has ap- 
peared in small publications: “Amer- 
ica’s foremost collector of ghost stories 
will answer by return mail if you have 
any titles not in his collection.” This 
notice has sent people up into cob- 
webbed attics and to dust-laden book 
shelves in search of spooks betwixt book 
covers, and often enthralling discoveries 
have been made.

LOYD C. DILLON of Piru, California, 

raises dwarf citrus trees that are 
productive as well as ornamental. 
He has succeeded in developing 
trees that never grow bigger than an 
eight-foot radius. His list of dwarf trees 
include -oranges, tangerines, mandarins, 
tamgors (a tangerine orange hybrid), 
limes, lemons, grapefruit, kumquats and 
limequats. The fruit produced is of nor- 
mal size and Dillon says the yield is 
proportionately more than that of a 
normal sized tree. He sells the trees for 
from $5.50 to $20 a tree plus trans- 
portation.

PATERSON, New Jersey, lawyer and 

businessman, James B. Mason, has 
developed what he calls the “swirl and 
block” method for making mosaic 
portraits with thousands of tiny chips 
of vari-colored wood which are chisel- 
led into a solid wood backing, fixed 
with cement, and shellacked. The special 
tools which he uses for this delicate 
work were designed by him, and the 
wood is from his youthful collection. 
The pieces used for the portraits range 
in size from needle-point to 14-inch 
square, and are about \%-inch thick. 
Mason estimates that in some of his 
portraits, approximately 19 by 24 inches 
in .size, there are as many as 500,000 
tiny splinters of wood. Mason has com- 
pleted portraits of thirty-three Presi- 
dents, a number of governors, and 
several historic figures. His portrait 
of Jefferson Davis is on display in the 
War Memorial Building in. Jackson, 
Mississippi.

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PRINTING THROUGH SILK 


SILK SCREEN PRINTING, by James 
Eisenberg (55 pages; illustrated; Mc- 
Knight & McKnight Publishing Co., 
Bloomington, Illinois; paper bound; 
$1.25). 

T HE SILK screen process of printing 

is a stencil method, involving the 
use of a fine porous fabric stretched 
tightly across a wooden frame. The 
non-printing parts of the fabric are 
blocked out with an opaque material 
and the ink or paint is forced through 
the screen with a rubber squeegee on 
to the printing surface below. 

In the foreword to his “Silk Screen 
Printing,” the author, James Eisenberg, 
points out that the silk screen process 
may be quickly and easily mastered. 
It requires no particular artistic ability 
to get started as a silk screen printer, 
and experience will bring increasing 
ingenuity and originality. The equip- 
ment required is low in cost compared 
to that needed for other printing meth- 
ods, and much of it can be made your- 
self, if you so choose. Widely used 
commercially in the printing of rela- 
tively small quantities, silk screen print- 
ing is also a rewarding field for the 
hobbyist who seeks both relaxation 
and profit. In addition to its compar- 
atively low cost, silk screen printing 
offers these advantages: Because of the 
density of the pigments used, light 
colors, even white, can be solidly 
printed over dark surfaces. The silk 
screen process is versatile, printing on 
nearly any surface, including metal, 
glass, leather and plastic. The only limit 
to the size of the printing areas is the 
size of the frame used, so very large 
stencils or very tiny ones may be 


printed.

Mr. Eisenberg offers succinct in- 
structions, augmented by ample illus- 
trations, for the five principal methods 
of silk screen printing: the paper sten- 
cil method; the tusche and glue meth- 
od; the show card mixture method for 
reverse printing; the indirect photo- 
graphic method, and the lacquer film 
stencil method. Most jobs, he points 
out, can be reproduced with any one 
of the methods but there are jobs 
which will turn out better if a com- 
bination of methods is used. 


S° THAT you may get acquainted 
easily with the basic principles of 
silk screen printing, Mr. Eisenberg de- 
scribes a simple experiment, utilizing 
materials commonly found around the 
house. Assuming that this experiment 
will whet your interest in the subject, 
you can then find on succeeding pages 
ample information on all the funda- 
mentals of the process and the tools 
and materials to be used. The author 
includes a section telling you in detail 
how to build an inexpensive screen 
unit of whatever size you may _ wish. 

Pointing out that although you don’t 
need to be an artist to do silk screen 
work, there are, however, occasions 
when it will be necessary to do art- 
work, particularly lettering, Mr. Eisen- 
berg devotes several pages to methods 
and devices which will enable you to 
do such work, with special attention 
to lettering. There is also a section on 
making a poster head in six tones, a 
project which will test your proficiency 
as a silk screen printer. 

Mr. Eisenberg suggests that silk 
screen printing is a particularly re- 
warding hobby for young persons of 
school age. Such school events as plays, 
dances, and football games, calling for 





posters, will give many opportunities 
for silk screen projects of varying sizes 
and colors. 


FINISHING FUNDAMENTALS 
FINISHING MATERIALS AND METHODS, 
by George A. Soderberg (320 pages; 
illustrated; McKnight and McKnight 
Publishing Co., Bloomington, Illinois; 

$4). 
* A preface to “Finishing Materials 
and Methods,” George A. Soderberg 
points out that at no time in the his- 
tory of protective coatings have there 
been made such great improvements 
and changes as within the last few years. 
His book is designed to acquaint the 
student and the home craftsman not 
only with the nature and use of these 
new materials but also with the old 
familiar ones. The result is a most com- 
prehensive volume of great value as a 
reference and as a guide. It has been 
written as a text book but in such a 
manner as also to provide every possi- 
ble assistance for the home craftsman. 
Mr. Soderberg, an assistant professor 
of industrial education at the Stout In- 
stitute, Menomonie, Wisconsin, has de- 
voted separate chapters to twenty-one 
different finishing materials, imparting 
basic information as to what is avail- 
able for use, their origins, compositions, 
characteristics, properties and appropti- 
ate applications. Not only are the fa- 
miliar varnishes, enamels, shellacs, and 
paints covered, but there is complete in- 
formation on such finishing materials 
as synthetic varnishes and enamels, lum- 
iniscent paint, plastic paint, flock ham- 
mered effect finishing material, wrinkle 
finishing, flock, pearl essence, bleaches 
fire retardants and coated and polishing 
abrasives, among others. :

f ew FIRST newspaper printed in the 
United States, Publick Occurrences, 
has been reprinted by the International 
Newspaper Collector’s Club, which has 
headquarters in Phoenix, Arizona. 
Charles J. Smith, organizer of the club, 
says that the historic journal has never 
before been reproduced .outside of a 
book or a newspaper. The facsimile is 
full size and includes all three pages of 
the original issue. 

On the last sheet is a brief history of 
the paper, which appeared in Boston 
on September 25, 1690. It was im- 
mediately suppressed by the Governor 
because of “certain reflections” which 
proved distasteful to the authorities. All 
copies were confiscated, and the only 
one known to exist today is in the 
files of the Public Records office in 
London. The facsimile produced by the 
club was made from a positive photo- 
stat of the original in the files of 
Daniel J. Kelly, jr., a newspaper col- 
lector of South Bend, Indiana. 

The International Newspaper Col- 
lector’s Club, in order to increase 
interest in this form of collecting, is 
distributing copies of the facsimile at 
cost in bulk lots. Single copies are 10 
cents. Twenty-five copies are $1. The 
club was organized by Smith, a post 
office clerk, in 1950, and now has 
members all over the United States and 
Europe. They are interested in collect- 
ing and preserving news journals of 
all kinds. The club’s address is Box 
7271, Phoenix, Arizona.

LITTLE more than a year ago thirty- 

two-year-old Seymour Shlaes of Chi- 
cago, Illinois, set out to duplicate a pair 
of handmade wire copper earrings. He 
never had an art or handcraft lesson 
in his life, but he had some scrap 
copper on hand which he'd bought at

$1 a pound, some years ago. His in- 
tention at the time had been to make 
decorative metal products. His idea in 
trying to make the earrings was to re- 
place one lost by his wife, Edythe, as 
she could not find any like hers in the 
stores of the city.

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By February, 1952, Shlaes was mak- 
ing $200 a month in his spare time 
business of creating handcrafted jewelry 
of copper and silver. He is employed 
full-time as a newspaperman on the 
Wall Street Journal during the day, and 
he gives only a few hours, evenings, to 
his art craft, together with Saturdays 
and part of Sundays. His wife is also 
employed full time as public relations 
director for the Girl Scouts of Chicago, 
but she helps with such details as keep- 
ing records and lacquering finished 
pieces. 

The strange part of the whole thing 
is that Shlaes never made that origin- 
ally intended pair of earrings, although 
he was certain that he could copy the de- 
sign—drop earrings formed of twisted 
wire—and that he had figured out all 
the necessary steps. 

Besides the hobbyist’s copper he pos- 
sessed two hammers used in such craft- 
work. One of these is the - planishing 
hammer costing $2, used for shaping 
and curving metal and producing the 
hammered effect. The other is the ordi- 
nary chasing hammer, found in evety 
housewife’s kitchen tools. He also had 
the necessary wooden handled, point 
scriber, for tracing and cutting designs 
on metal, which costs 50 cents; and 4 
chunk of mild steel, which he’d bought 
in a junk shop for 35 cents, to be used 
ac an anvil. 
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He invested in two earring backs, 
costing 10 cents at a hobby shop, and 
sme copper wire for a few cents more. 

With this equipment, Shlaes set to 
work to duplicate his wife’s earrings. 
‘{ spent one whole evening trying to 
soduce them,” he recalls “and failed 
iniserably.” 

However, when he gave the: attempt 
up, that night, he was not at all dis- 
couraged. Several ideas for original 
cesigns of his own had come to him 
vhile he ruined a few tiny pieces of 
copper, and he had decided how to go 
aout carrying them out. He got a list 
of books from the library on the making 
of modern jewelry. He recommends to 
the beginner, “How To Make Modern 
jewelry,” by the staff members of the 
Museum of Modern Art; “Jewelry Mak- 
ing for Fun and Profit,” by Helen Clegg, 
ond “Creating Jewelry for Fun and 
Profit,” by Andrew Dragunas. 

Shlaes bought a jeweler’s saw for 
$1.50 with blades at 50 cents a dozen; 
a charcoal block for $2.50; a soldering 
iron for 98 cents; a sheet of cork, 50 
cents, purchasable at any hobby shop; 
1 15-cent asbestos stove pad; a block 
of wood about’ three inches thick, with 
a V cut in one end, for clamping to 
a work bench, and inexpensive sand- 
paper of a fine quality. He made some 
tools for producing the hammered effect 
from various diameter bolts by cutting 
off the heads with a file. These trans- 
formed bolts are called dapping tools. 

Shlaes’s workshop is the small kitchen 
table in his kitchenette apartment. “The 
best place, of course,” he says, “would 
be a basement or garage: workshop with 
a workbench.” 


T THE start, Shlaes could turn out 
perfect sets of earrings with less 
than ten dollars’ worth of equipment, 


though he added the tinsnips-scissors - 


for cutting wire, from which handmade 
‘jump rings” for attaching the two parts 
of dangle earrings are made. The tin- 
snips cost under $5. 

At first he made the earrings just for 
his wife. Then, Mrs. Shlaes thought 
them good enough to give as presents. 
When he began to sell them, about 
two months after making his first pair, 
he needed other tools. 

He now has an acetylene torch, which 
cost $27 at a welders’ supply house; 
a electric buffing lathe, bought second 
hand for $10; and an electric one- 
quarter-inch drill, to bore the holes in 
some of the pieces, which cost $20. 
These tools were bought within a couple 
of weeks, and Shlaes showed a profit 
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COPPER STRIPS AND SILVER WIRE are combined by Seymour Shlaes to form a 
pair of handsome cuff links. Preparatory to soldering the two metals together 
Shlaes is placing silver solder along the silver wire. 


while buying them out of the proceeds 
of his jewelry crafting business. 

Shlaes turns out a wide variety of 
pieces of costume jewelry—bracelets, 
necklaces, pins, and pendants in jew- 
elry for women, and cuff links and tie- 
bars for men. He furnishes about 
forty-three designs. 


His prices range from $3 for a pair 
of copper earrings, etched with a geo- 
metric design, to $30 for a sterling 
silver necklace in a “saber tooth” design 
of modified rectangular links. Bracelets 
are priced from $8 to $20; pendants 
and pins, $8 to $10; cuff links, $6 to 
$18; tiebars, $6 to $8. Earrings may

retail as high as $7.50; necklaces’ start 
at $10. 

These retail prices are determined by 
the metal used, the elaborateness of the 
design, and the length of time needed 
in creating a piece. Shlaes works in 
copper, silver, and copper with silver. 
He began using silver five months 
after he started his craft. 


For the beginning hobbyist in copper 
objects other than jewelry, there are kits 
priced at about $5. Any number of large 
planters, bowls, and decorative pieces 
can be created from the four sheets 
of copper included. Some beginners’ 
tools are also included in the kit, of 
course, and they are used in jewelry- 
making of the kind Shlaes does so well. 


‘ 
THESE EXAMPLES OF SHLAES’ JEWELRY include pins, earrings, necklaces and 
bracelets. His prices range from $3 for a pair of copper earrings, to $30 for a 
sterling silver necklace in a saber tooth design of modified rectangular links like 
that shown in the right foreground. 
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The number of small jewelry pieces 
one might make from a sheet of copper 
is hardly calculable. 


ye IN the beginning Shlaes 
bought copper at $1 a pound 
from hobby shops and silver at $1.06 
an ounce from jewelers’ supply houses, 
he now buys copper at 77 cents and 
silver at 97 cents, buying from fabgi. 
cators’ suppliers, at wholesale prices, 
Silver wire costs him $1.35 an ounce. 
“And millions of jump-rings may be 
made from an ounce,” says Shlaes. Silver 
solder comes in sheets, smaller in size 
than copper and silver, which measure 
about 16 by 12 inches a sheet. He uses 
copper in 18-, 20- and 22-gauge; silver 
in 20- and 22-gauge. The gauge 
used is whatever seems. suitable to 
a particular piece of jewelry. A pin 
or pendant would be thicker than a 
necklace, for instance, and so would a 
tie bar or cuff link. Shim brass, for 
making master patterns, also is needed, 
and it costs 50 cents a sheet. 

Shlaes buys the best findings for his 
jewelry. They range in cost, depending 
upon materials. Earring backs start at 
3 cents; a sterling silver. chain for his 
necklaces will be over $1. 

Among Shlaes’s designs there are in- 
numerable variations of geometric lines 
either indented on plain metal or appli- 
ques of wire; and four basic shapes— 
oval, square, round and triangular—for 
earrings and separate links, or parts, in 
bracelets and necklaces. Besides these, 
he has designed a cat’s face of copper 
with silver wire whiskers; a copper pin 
and pendant with an appliqued deer; 
an artist’s palette with silver dots for 
paint pans; and a flying bird with silver 
wire beak and feet. 


[* CREATING his pieces, Shlaes first 
of all sketches the design or shape 
outline—or both as the case may be— 
the exact size of the pattern to be trans- 
ferred. An earring with two parts would 
be about 14 inch across the widest and 
longest part of the top and an inch 
for the lower, dangling part. Pins and 
pendants are large in comparison— 
perhaps as much as two inches long 
and across. 

For the earrings he follows these 
steps: 

After drawing the outline of the 
chosen shape, he traces it on the mastéf 
pattern with the scriber on the shim 
brass. He then cuts out the mastet 
pattern with jeweler’s saw and tinsnips. 
Eighteen-gauge copper is used for the 
earring. Having clamped the block of

wood to the table, he puts the copper 
on it, holding it in place with hand and 
fingers, So that it won't be scratched 
or marred, with the pattern also held 
in place. The scribing is completed 
around the outline of the pattern. Then 
the cutting is done. If it is a pair of 
hammered copper or silver earrings, 
this effect is achieved by placing the 
metal on the anvil, and tapping with the 
planishing hammer until the artist is 
satisfied with the dimpled appearance. 

The jump rings may be soldered to 
each part of the bangle earring or run 
. through holes bored by oné of the drills, 
connecting upper and lower parts of 
| the drop earring. Shlaes cuts about 
} one-half inch of wire for the ring. 

; Next the earring and the findings, 
the screw back, are soldered together. 
Shlaes uses his acetylene torch for some 

ive Soldering. He places the asbestos stove 
pad on the table, the charcoal block on 

O88 the pad, and the earring, right side 
down, on the block. With a bit of 
solder and the screw back in place on 
the earring, the torch is touched to the 
object. The solder melts, flows into the 
joint, and the bond is -thus formed. 

nas @ ~:In soldering, the whole piece has been 
heated red hot, thus forming a scale 

ack B caused by oxidation of copper when 
heated. This must be removed for the 
metal to take a polish. The piece is 
thrown into a pickle bath for this 
purpose—a solution of sulphuric acid 
diluted fifteen-to-one with water, first 
having been cooled in a bowl of cold 
water a few seconds. 

The polishing is done on the electric 
buffing lathe, and the lacquer is brushed 
on with a good sable brush, suited in 
size. Lacquering takes the longest of 
the whole process. The earrings took 
with # about forty-five minutes to create. The 
i bef @Cquer takes forty-eight hours to dry. 
Shlaes hangs his pieces on a rack for 
this stage of the work. 

Resourceful in everything, he has bent 
coat hangers into racks. Pieces such as 
pendants, having holes in them, are 
hooked onto one end of an open paper 
clip and the clip is hooked over the 
rack, 

When designs are indented on metal 
the indentations are produced by the 
atborundum wheel of the buffing lathe. 
This is only one of many ways in which 
such indentations can be etched on the 
copper. 


- JOINING the beak and feet to his 

bird pin or soldering raised wire 
On the metals, the method, which its 
called brazing, is as follows: 
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After the piece has been cut out as 
described and other necessary work has 
been done, the final steps are the adding 
of the silver wire. The wire has been 
cut and bent to the proper length and 
into the design to be appliqued (raised 
effect). Next, tiny flecks of silver 
solder are cut with the tinsnips out of 
the sheet, falling into a plastic or por- 
celain cup or a glass as they are cut. 

With a small brush dampened with 
flux, a borax solution which keeps the 
metal clean, the solder is picked up 
and. placed where the jointing or the 


.design—as the case may be—is to go. 


The: acetylene torch is touched to the 
solder and the bond is completed. 

The bird pin, an extremely effective 
modern design, resembling primitive 
art, is fashioned in this way: It is in 
one piece in outline, but has wings, 
curved above the body on one side and 
below, on the opposite. To make the 
wings curve or be raised from the body 
of the bird, the one-quarter-inch dap- 
ping tool, cut from a bolt, is used. The 
bird is placed on the anvil with a sheet 
of cork between, and dapped on one 
wing until enough curve of the wing 
is achieved to suit the artist. It is then 
turned over and the other wing is 
curved or raised above the body, the 
dapping’ tool being tapped with the 
chasing hammer until the desired curve 
is achieved. 

Then the silver wire beak and feet 
are ready to be joined to head and

body. They are made of three-eighth- 
inch diameter circles, open, one for the 
beak and one, only, for the feet. The 
curve of the open circle is held to the 
body at the proper place for beak or 
feet and the silver solder is applied, as 
described previously. After the neces- 
sary pickle, the indentations simulating 
feathers are ground in with the car- 
borundum wheel, the pin back is sold- 
ered on, pickle process gone through 
again, and the piece is polished and

produce some fantastic ones with paint- 
ing and decoration that often put them 
into the realm of art. But it remained 
for Mrs. Borris, pretty, red-headed and 
ingenious, to add the “something new” 
that produces the customer exhilaration 
—and the purchase. 


Barbara Borris’ painted trays are un- 
questionably different. She didn’t know 
how unusual herself when she first of- 
fered them for sale through the Junior 
League Exchange in Highland Park 
Shopping Village near her Dallas home. 
But when her first offerings went like 
hot cakes never did, she thought she had 
something. And, when her second offer- 
ings produced a flood of orders that 
swamped her, even with her bound- 
less energy, she knew she had some- 
thing. 


— her explain: 

“My theory,” says she, “is that 
practically everything can be made more 
attractive and more useful by adding 
some thought, artistry and ingenuity. | 
like trays myself, because we like to have 
friends in frequently and there’s always 
the business of serving refreshments and 
drinks if you’re hospitable—and we are. 
So there’s the problem of making trays 
not only truly useful as trays, but also 
truly decorative and interesting for them- 
selves. And what to do? 


“Well, first of all I decided to repaint 
the trays I obtained both from art stores 
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and ten-cent stores. The repainting is 
done with an ordinary soft brush, 
using interior house or flat paint. In 
some instances, however, when I want 
special effects, I use art oil paints. In 
both cases, care must be taken to insure 
a smooth surface even though the color 
is dead black. The repainting is designed 
to give a less shiny, less tinselly appear- 
ance, and also to aid me in properly 
painting on the figures and verse which 
I employ to give an individual and per- 
sonal touch to my trays. Sable art 
brushes and tube oil paints are used for 
the figures and the verses are ‘written’ 
on in free hand style. 

“Whether one coat or more is used for 
the repainting depends on whether there 
is a wide change in color of the tray— 
in which case there must be two coats. 
Some are not repainted, but these are 
the exception. On some of them I used 
dead black—and I do mean dead black. 
Others are done in brighter, but still 
not shiny colors. I puzzled a bit as to 
how they should be decorated, but not 
for long because I decided to add a 
story to them. People like stories—espe- 
cially about themselves. So, as far as 
could be done, I told a little story in 
verse about the particular family for 
whom I painted the tray. Then I painted 
whimsical pictures of the family as they 
appeared to me and of the unusual in 
their surroundings. For example, the 
central figure in one was a willow tree 
around which their lives centered.”

“I showed Wayne as a handsome fel- 
low, Hazel as an angel, pictured the 
‘pretty house with trees and flowers’ 
and of course, made much of the bar- 
becue—winding up with dancing,” Mrs. 
Borris explains. 

- “I wasn’t so sure when I got through 
—but that tray swiftly brought me a 
dozen orders,” she adds. 

One of the most attractive she has 
done is painted on a dead-black back- 
ground and includes this wording: 

Golda is an artist 

—her murals in the church 

you should really see. 
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THE TWO CENTER TRAYS and the one at the right are typical of the individual- 
ized trays which Mrs. Borris paints to order for specified families. These trays 
usually sell for $8, while the more general ones, at the left, bring about $5. 


She sews, designs and dances 

and is as busy as can be. : 

Still another shows a family at their 
favorite occupations: father in the gar- 
den, mother designing a dress, one 
young son hanging suspended from a 
tree in the garden; teen-age daughter is 
getting a sun-tan and oh-so-bored; and 
finally the son and heir fixing his hot- 
rod jalopy while his camera awaits 
nearby. 





“I do not block in the figures or 
verses,” says Mrs. Borris, “but anyone 
who has not had enough painting ex- 
perience can trace or rough them in so 
as not to spoil a tray. I find that my fig- 
ures are more life-like because of not 
blocking in, but of course I do block 
them in mentally. I seem to have a pho- 
tographic imagination.”

CC OOK, DAD!” John Bechtold’s 

daughter indicated several pic- 
tures in a book about glassware she 
had brought home from the public 
library. “These glasses are just like the 
ones grandmother gave us!”, 


John Bechtold, a retired office 
worker who lives in Bethlehem, Penn- 
sylvania, glanced dutifully at the 
photographs in the book, then took 
the volume from his daughter and 
stared intently at the pictures. “So they

are! So they are!” he exclaimed, sur- 
prised. 

That evening was a seitecttihe 4 one 
for the Bechtolds. The glasses in the 
china-closet did match the pictures in 
the book. They actually possessed some 
antique glassware, and didn’t know it! 

That was the start, back in 1938, 
of a collection of glassware—princi- 
pally vases—that has grown until it 
includes over 1,700 pieces. It was also 
the start of a hobby that not only may 
prove to be profitable, but has given 
Bechtold and his family years of enjoy- 
ment in the collection and Possession of 
these beautiful objects. 

“In the beginning we certainly were 
babes-in-the-wood about — glassware,” 
Bechtold recalls. “We started with 
absolutely no knowledge. We made 
mistakes, too—plenty of them. But we 
began to learn. And as our knowledge 
about glassware increased, the fun and 
interest in our hobby increased also.” 


LMOST EVERYONE has, at one time 

or another, been obsessed with a 
desire to collect something. No matter 
what the collection, from stamps to 
houses, collecting things is a hobby 
that can pay dividends, not only in 
money, but dividends in things even 
more important, like happiness, and 
mental. and physical health. 

Aside from the fun you get from 
collecting, it is only sensible to select 
as the object of your collecting some 
type of article that has a good chance 
of increasing in value. It is just as 
much fun to collect something of that 
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kind as it is to acquire a number of 
objects which will have no value to 
anyone but yourself. 


There are, of course, many things 
to collect which will in time be worth 
more than the original price paid for 
them. Stamps, silverware, antiques, 
books—in fact, almost any manufac- 
tured article that is not being made 
today, or, if it is being manufactured 
today, the style or form has changed. 
This will not apply to all things, of 
course. But you need only to look at 
the prices being asked in antique shops 
for things that: were commonplace not 
many years ago, to see how many items 
increase in value through the years. 
Bechtold has a philosophy along that 
line which seems sound. “Remember,” 
he says, “the population has been in- 
creasing and will: keep on increasing. 
Also, people have more time to spend 
on hobbies. As the number of collec- 
tors of anything grows, the supply of 
that item will become scarce and its 
value will increase. It’s as simple as 
that.” 

Some people select things to collect 
for their usefulness, others for their 
beauty. Bechtold belongs to the latter 
group. 

“To me,” he says, “glassware of all 
kinds has an appeal that is almost 
irresistible. Not only because it is so 
very beautiful, but because there are 
so many types, and colors and periods, 
that a collector can specialize on just 
one small part of glassware and will 
acquire a collection that will not only 
amaze his friends, but will afford him 
years of enjoyment.” - 


7 STORY of glass parallels the 
story of civilization. The begin- 
nings of glass go far back into an- 
tiquity. Many fables and tales have been 
told of how glass was discovered. 
Probably none is true, but the most 
persistent story is to the effect that 
sailors from Phoenecia were, once upon 
a time, wrecked with a cargo of soda 
on the shores of Egypt. They made a 
fire on the beach to prepare their food, 
and placed their cooking pots on the 
blocks of soda. After the fire had gone 
out they discovered that its terrific 
heat had fused the soda and sand into 
a kind of glass. 

No matter how true this story is, the 
facts point to Egypt as the source of 
glass-making as we know it today. In 
some of the ancient Egyptian tombs 
glass objects of amazing beauty have 
been found. Even some of the wall-

paintings in the tombs show men en- 
gaged in the art of glass-blowing. 

As with almost all of the arts in 
past ages, glass-making eventually 
found its way to Rome. During the 
Dark Ages the art of glass was kept 
alive by the Church, and the few 
workmen who knew the secrets of 
glass-making worked almost exclu- 
sively in manufacturing the beautiful 
windows which are in the huge cathe- 
drals in every part of Europe. 

After the Renaissance the art of 
glass-making settled in Venice. For the 
following hundreds of years Venetian 
glass was famous for its fragile beauty 
over the whole civilized world. 


AS TIME passed, Venetian glass- 
blowers traveled through ~ other 
countries of Europe, and slowly, over 
the centuries, their secrets were given 
to glass-makers all over the world. One 
of the most amazing facts in the story 
of glass is, that from the time of the 
early Egyptians, through the period of 
the Venetians, and until the most re- 
cent of times, the manufacture of glass 
and the making of objects from glass, 
has followed almost the same pro- 
cedure. 


The basic ingredients, which are 
melted into glass, have remained the 
same: that is silica (found in sand), 
some type of alkali, and ashes. Of 
course, using this basic formula, glass- 
makers from ancient to modern times, 
have added to it their own private and 
secret ingredients which have produced 
different colors, added sparkle, and 
other characteristics to the glass they 
were making. 


Simply, the method of making glass 
and a blown article from it is this: 
the basic materials are put into a pot 
(usually made. from a special clay) 
and the process of melting or fusing 
begins. When, by inserting the pot 
into a very hot furnace, the fusing has 
been completed, the molten mass in the 
pot is allowed to cool until it reaches 
the consistency of molasses. It is then 
ready for “blowing.” A typical glass 
blow-pipe is a hollow tube, five or six- 
feet long, with a mouthpiece at one 
end, and a “lip” to hold the material at 
the other end. 

The glass-maker puts that end of the 
pipe that has the lip on it into the 
pot and “gathers” some of the hot ma- 
terial on the end of it. The size of the 
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“gathering” depends, of course, on the 
size of the article he is going to “blow.” 
The end of the pipe is then withdrawn 
and the material is “rolled” on a 
wooden object called a “chair” until it 
becomes ball-shaped. Then the blower 
puts the mouthpiece to his lips and 
blows gently through the tube until the 
article on the other end is shaped 
almost the way he wants it. By manipu- 
lating the tube and blowing into it 
with variable pressure almost any type 
of object can be made. A great deal of 
skill is required, of course. In olden 
times nearly all glass articles were made 
in this way, and the present high value 
of these objects is due to the fact that 
no matter how expert the glass-blower, 
no two items were alike. Also, on their 
own time, the glass-blowers usually 
made odd shaped things to give to their 
friends and relatives. These pieces are, 
of course, quite rare and valuable. 


When the glass-blower had almost 
completed the piece he was “blowing”, 
another operation in the manufacture 
of the item took place. Another work- 
man, using a rod called a “pontil,” put 
a piece of molten glass on the end of 
it and then attached this “pontil” rod 
by means of this liquid glass to the 
object being made, at a point exactly 
opposite to the end which the other 
workman was blowing. At this point 
in the operation the article was held 
between two rods by both the work- 
men. The item was then removed, by 
cutting with shears from the blowing 
tube, but was still held by the pontil 
rod while last touches were put on it. 
When the pontil was pulled from the 
finished article a small mark remained. 


It is this “pontil mark” that usually 
gives the stamp of authenticity to a 
glass-blown object, either modern or 
antique. 


‘This method of blowing glass is 


called “off hand.” There is another 
method of glass manufacture whereby 


the tube, after gathering molten glass 
on the end, is put into a mold and 


then blown. The advantage to the 
manufacturer in this procedure is that 
the articles being made are more nearly 
alike when finished. A third method 
used in manufacturing glass objects is 
called “pressing.” In this operation 
blowing is not used at all. The liquid 
glass is poured into a mold and a 
plunger is used to force the glass into 
all the crevices. Sometimes this 
“pressed” glass is made in sections, and 
then these sections are joined to make 
a finished article by a process called 
“annealing”; that is, the parts are re- 
heated just enough to soften them so 
that they can be. pressed together to 
form a finished piece. 

These three methods are still in use 
today, and are responsible for most of 
the high-priced modern glass articles. 

Even though these methods of hand- 
manufacture are still used for most of 
the costly modern glass articles, our 
civilization uses so many ordinary glass 
things that most of them are now made 
with machinery which, in a_ highly 
perfected form, uses some parts of the 
old methods to turn out glasses, jars 
and bottles by the millions. 

These modern, assembly-line articles, 
are not recommended for collections. 
(But, who knows? In a thousand years 
they may be rare and valuable!) So

a vase almost as tall as a man, and which is in the Morgan collection in New York. 
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much glass was and still is made by 
hand that collections of any type—wine 
glasses, plain glasses, bottles, novelties, 
vases, plates, etc—can still be started 
and enjoyed without paying a great 
amount per piece. Remember, too, that 
as each year passes, more and more 
of the old and semi-old glass articles 
are broken, lost, or put into collections, 
The result, of course, is that each re- 
maining piece becomes more valuable, 

“I learned early in the game,” Bech- 
told says, “not to pass up a desirable 
item, or to leave it in the shop and 
tell the dealer I would have to consider 
purchasing it and would be back later. 
Almost invariably the vase would be 
gone by the time I returned. After one 
or two such experiences I made it a 
habit to decide on the spot whether or 
not I wanted that ‘particular vase in 
my collection.” 


Ws I looked at the amazing 
collection Bechtold had acquired 
in twelve years, I could understand 
why it was almost necessary to special- 
ize in one particular type or kind of 
glassware. I asked Bechtold why he had 
decided to concentrate on vases. 

“It was simply that in the first years 
of collecting glassware we seemed to 
have obtained more vases than any 
other type of glass,” he answered. “So 
we decided to specialize on them. 
Narrowing the field like that made 
collecting more fun. I mean we then 
had a definite end in view. We were 
no longer collecting just any piece of 
old or interesting glass, but we had 
decided on a plan of collecting. The 
same thing would apply, of course, if 
we had decided to collect dishes, or 
cups, or ashtrays.” 

The variety and quantity of vases 
(and this will apply to any type of 
glassware) that are available in various 
parts of the country will differ con- 
siderably. Glass of one kind or kinds 
is often apt to be more plentiful in 
one area than it is in another. Glass 
that had originally been made in the 
east, is more likely still to be found 
in quantity in shops in the east; glass 
made in the west will usually be found 
in quantity in the west. For example, 
in Eastern Pennsylvania there is a great 
deal of Bristol glass. That is because 
a great many people from that part 
of England settled in that section of 
Pennsylvania. Not only did these people 
bring Bristol glass with them, but 
many of them were glass-makers, and 
it was only natural that when they 
worked at their trade they made the 
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same type of glass they had made in 
England. However, some of the old 
glass that was made in the east has 
reached the west—and vice versa. By 
migration of the population, by travel- 
ers, by vacationists and by mail, all 
kinds of glass have been dispersed 
throughout the country. 


A: THE Bechtold collection grew in 
size and variety, the beauty and 
distinctive features of the various 
kinds of glass in their vases became 
more evident, and afforded them more 
and more opportunity for study and 
comparison. Gradually the Bectitolds 
came to have a better appreciation of 
values, and this added to their confi- 
dence in buying. 

“How do we go about buying vases?” 
Bechtold thought for a moment be- 
fore answering. “The main places for 
me are the antique shops and second- 
hand stores. I’ve picked up a vase for 
a nominal sum—twenty-five or fifty 
cents—in one of those stores, and 
afterwards have had another dealer in 
glassware offer me several dollars for 
it Another thing, when people dis- 
cover you’re interested in a certain type 
of object, they'll bring you some of the 
things they have, or they'll tell you 
about people who might have some 
of the things you want. 

“Now, here is something I'd like 
to make clear to you. Almost all of my 
collection—say, ninety-nine percent of 
it—has been acquired by simply mak- 
ing the rounds of antique shops and 
dealers in glassware. There are two 
very good reasons, at least to me, why 
I did this. First, in glassware as in any 
other type of collection, there are things 
of value and things that are absolutely 
worthless. Being a cautious man I de- 
cided, soon after we started to collect 
glass, that, because of the little I knew 
about the subject, it would only be 
reasonable to examine my new hobby 
in a sensible manner. I came to the 
conclusion that if a dealer—a reputable 
dealer—had a piece of glass in his shop, 
it must have some value. And if it 
were of some value now—no matter 
how littlke—it would (going on the 
past performance of glassware) be- 
come more valuable. The fact that the 
dealer had bought it—no matter how 
little he paid’ for it, or was selling it 
for—meant that to his experienced eye 
the thing had some value. I trusted to 
his judgment and took some advantage 
in that way of his greater experience 
in old glass. 

“I must say that, in the main, I was

right. My collection acquired in that 
way has increased in value. Of course 
the increase might have been even more 
if I hadn’t bought almost entirely from 
dealers, but had trusted to my own 
judgment in buying. Then again, I 
might have been stuck with a great 
many pieces that still would be worth- 
less, or that would have increased in 


value so slowly that they might as well 
be worthless. 

“That is the cautious way of collect- 
ing. I know there are experienced 
collectors, or even people just starting 
a collection, who go out into the coun- 
try, or simply go to old homes in the 
cities, and who, because they are the

6¢] F YOU'RE interested, this is how I 
go about it: 

“I buy my duck decoys by the dozen 
direct from a large wholesale sporting 
goods firm in Kansas City, Missouri, 
which is near our home in Prairie Vil- 
lage, Kansas. My bluebills and pintails 
run $11.40 per dozen and the mallards 
$11.80. These come all packed in a 
large carton and are _ individually 
wrapped with paper to prevent scuffing. 

“The colors of these ducks are very 
attractive for home use. The mallard 
has a bright green head, grey body and 
has blue and white slash markings on 
the wingtips. The pintails have a dark 
grey top and white underbody with a 
white breast. The bluebills are brown 
and have a white ‘necklace’ ring around 
their necks. The pintails and bluebills 
both hold their heads erect as though 
looking for danger over the water while 
the mallards bow their necks and dip 
their bills on their breasts like swans. 
The two when fully planted and placed 
in a knotty pine recreation room look 
very cozy in their surroundings, 

“The fully completed duck, includ- 
ing plants, costs me $1.85 to make and 
I wholesale it to stores at $3.50. The 
shops usually charge $4.95 to $6.50 for 
the planter according to their mark-ups. 
My profit is $1.65 per duck for a few 
minutes time at a fascinating hobby I 
am glad I began. * 


cheats NEEDED besides the 
ducks are as follows: one yard 
(or less) of green felt or suitable soft 
material for bases; glass or plastic dish 
to hold plants; two indoor type plants; 
a sharp knife preferably one with a ser- 
rated edge like a steak knife; a pointed 
coping saw; small drill and a rasp file 
with a rounded and flat side. That’s all 
you need. 


“I make my stencil pattern on the 
duck’s back with the glass dish inverted 
and tracing it with pencil. For some 
teason I get a truer fit this way than 
making a paper pattern. The paper pat- 
tern has a tendency to bend and curve 
inwards making an untrue fit, usually 
too tight. But, be careful not to get 
your opening too large at first as you 
can’t fill in the gap between duck and 
dish. Sides should fit snugly, but not 
forced. 

“After tracing the outline on the 
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CUTTING OUT OF THE PLASTER-FORMED duck decoys is best done with a 

coping saw as illustrated here. Mallards of papier-maché are cut out easier with 

a steak knife. Both have a tarred interior coating which doesn’t seem to offer 
much trouble and provides water proofing qualities. 


duck’s back I take a small hand electric 
drill and make several small holes in 
which to start the knife, or the saw. 
And it is at this point the difference 
between the ducks comes in. The mal- 
lards are made of pressed papier-maché 
substance with a tar coated interior and 
the serrated knife is the only tool that 
will cut them out. The soft papier-maché 
and tar gum up any saw’s edges. How- 
ever, a steak knife works wonders and 
seems to keep clean. 

“The others, pintails and bluebills, 
are made of a plaster compound that 
the saw rips through cleaner and easier 
than a knife. I tried electric rotary drills 
and all types of hand saws and drills 
before selecting the steak knife and the 
coping saw, which have proved to be 
great time savers. Care must be taken 
also not to mar the decoy around the 
line of cut. It would have to be touched 
up later if damaged. 

“For the longer body decoys, pintails 
and bluebills, I use a glass icebox dish 
7 inches long by 3% inches wide and 


21% deep. This fits the decoy neatly and 
only the top lip protrudes while the 
base rests on bottom. The fatter-size 
mallards take nicely to a glass icebox 
dish 5 inches long by 414 wide and 
2% deep. This fits just snugly when 
planted. (Tops I save as ashtrays and for 
mixing paints. ) 

“The fit, as mentioned before, should 
be trim clear around. I make my pre- 
liminary cuts along the penciled line 
and then, after the piece has been cut 
out, place the dish in and mark the cor- 
ners that need. the most trimming. Here 
is where the file comes into use. I use 
the round edge on corners and the flat 
on the sides, always being careful not 
to damage the exterior markings and 
color of the decoy. Clean the file with 
a steel brush occasionally. 


6c A FTER THE dish ‘drops in’ and can 

be removed with only a little 
pressure of the fingers on the front or 
rear portion (because your eventual 
buyer may want to remove the dish to 
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MR. MALLARD on the assembly line at home! Mrs. Stark uses a file to smooth 
rough edges. This is necessary to make the glass planter dish fit perfectly. A 
rough rasp-like file is used with rounded and flat edges. 


clean or change plants), I gently smooth 
off all inside rough edges with sand- 
paper. If there are any roughed-up spots 
on the duck’s ‘feathers’ I have some 
touch-up ceramic glossy oil paints which 
I use to cover the spots. Also some de- 
coys come with a fishing swivel ar- 
rangement on the front for tying in 
the water. I clip this off. 

“On the base I use heavy green felt 
(which is rather expensive at $3.50 per

yard). Other soft materials can be sub- 
stituted. I trace the pattern of the duck’s 
5-by-9 inch oval base onto paper and 
use this for cutting out the felt. I keep 
it a little smaller to avoid trimming and 
apply with rubber cement. The felt is 
only for the protection of the furniture 
anyway as most planters sit on good 
living room furniture or television sets. 

“My plants I buy at a local green- 
house. Any indoor kind that are small 





in attractiveness and originality. Easy to.make, it goes over big with men. 
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enough can be used. I use pepperonium 
and philodendron a lot and sometimes 
in the pintails I use the tall ‘devil’s back- 
bone’ or pedalanthus with fittonia. I am 
able to buy a pair of these for about 30 
cents apiece at the greenhouse while 
in the florist shops they ask 75 cents 
to $1 for similar plants. 

“The waxy pepperonium plant and 
others I usually place yp front in the 
duck near the head, with the philoden- 
dron at the rear where it can trail or 
be curled around the dish. Many inter- 
esting arrangements can be made this 
way and anyone has free rein on unus- 
ual planting ideas. 

“Sometimes I sell my ducks at $3 
without plants and allow the green- 
houses and florists to do their own 
planting arrangements. I have had some 
priced as high as $7.95 retail with three 


separate plants combined in the dish, 


and they sold!. 

“The beauty of the planter is that 
it can be redone time and again, either 
as plants die or the owner wants a 
change. Besides appealing alike to men 
and women for their fireplace mantels, 
dens, libraries and office desks it makes 
a wonderful gift to give a man who 
is in the hospital instead of a dozen roses 
or carnations. It has eye-appeal—and 
he can take it home! 


4 AS TO selling, I find a picture or 

two, one a color slide plus a 
larger 8-by-10 black and white print, do 
my selling for me without making it 
necessary to carry heavy ducks around 
in my hand. Stores that can easily sell 
decoy duck planters are sporting goods 
stores, television shops, florists, green- 
houses, furniture stores, some large jew- 
elry stores that carry knickknacks, five 
and ten cent and dollar stores, hardware 
and others that might carry a novelty 
item. 

“My cost breakdown is as follows: 
duck 96 cents; felt 14 cents; dish 15 
cents and two plants 60 cents. Both felt 
and dish may be reduced. I buy my 
dishes from an economy chain drug- 
store, but plastic or glass dishes might 
be purchased cheaper from some whole- 
sale outlet in this field. However, the 
right size and shape was my biggest 
problem and when I licked it I didn’t 
dicker. 

“With my pictures in hand I show 
the store owner my ducks and tell him 
I can deliver some to him (via my hus- 
band) and he usually buys. Some I 
leave on consignment (they pay me 
when they sell them), while most like

POULTRY THRIVES ON FISH 
7“ EMPLOYEES of the U. S. Depart- 

ment of Agriculture’s Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry—R. J. Lillie, Henry Menge, 
C. A. Denton, J. R. Sizemore, and H. R. 
Bird—have revealed the results of a val- 
uable piece of research that may interest 
the poultry hobbyist. During one of the 
USDA projects, all sorts of nutrients and 
vitamins were fed to chickens in an ef- 
fort to make them grow faster. Then— 
of all things—fish meal was added to 
their diet. The birds practically grew 
overnight! The scientists concluded that 
fish meal contains some unidentified vi- 
tamin which specifically furthers growth. 
Furthermore, they feel that, with results 
so pronounced, feeding of fish meal to 
poultry is -justified, even at this early 
stage in the research. They hope that 
the mystery growth vitamin may be de- 
veloped commercially at some time in 
the near future. 

Two handy booklets on poultry which 
you may. want to add to your bookshelf 
are Diseases and Parasites of Poultry, 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1652, 25 cents, 
and Marketing Farm Poultry, Farmers’ 
Bulletin No. 2030, 25 cents. The latter 
was published in 1951, and is an au- 
thoritative, up-to-date source on the 
profitable end of poultry hobbying.

GARDENING RESEARCH 

HE SUCCESSFUL garden hobbyist 

finds it invaluable to keep in 
touch with the latest research findings 
of Federal government agencies. Those 
hobbyists, for example, who have been 
intrigued by recent full-page advertise- 
ments regarding soil conditioners may 
be interested in writing to the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
Department comments in a form tre- 
port on the new chemicals which have 
recently been put on the market. It 
points out that there is a difference 
between fertilizers, on the one hand, 
and on the other hand, the new “ag- 
gregants” (that is, soil conditioners 
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which change clay soil into a crumbly 
porous substance holding moisture 
more readily and providing for proper 
aeration). The new aggregants do not 
fertilize, but they do have a value 
which is being more specifically de- 
termined by continued experimentation. 

By way of enlarging your garden 
references, Propagation of Trees and 
Shrubs, Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1567, is 
a basic booklet. If you are interested in 
increasing the number of shrubs and 
trees you own through the use of cut- 
tings, layers, grafts, buds, seedlings, 
etc., this 54-page illustrated booklet 
will tell you how. It describes each of 
the standard methods of propagation, 
and then it lists in some detail which 
specific method of propagation is best 
for specific shrubs and trees. For in- 
stance, boxwood responds best to the 
layering method, seed is the readiest 
means for the Berberis species, while 
hardwood cuttings are suggested for 
pyracantha. A small section is also de- 
voted to the use of root-stimulating 
chemicals on cuttings, with a table 
showing the response of cuttings of 
various plants to treatment with such 
chemicals.

PHILATELIC FACTS 


S Sage DIVISION of Philately of the 

Smithsonian Institution has added 
fifteen new photographs to its collection 
of original designs of United States post- 
age stamps. As it now stands, the avail- 
able photographs include 270 different 
prints, 8 by 10 inches in size, of original 
designs of postage stamps from 1933 
through the 3-cent Grand Coulee Dam 
stamp of 1952. Each of these photo- 
graphs is available at 15 cents. You may 
want to order some to embellish your 
collection, to give as gifts, or to frame 
for decorative purposes.

The Philatelic Agency of the United 
States Post Office Department has an- 
nounced that sales for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1952, amounted to 
$1,578,633.16. This is about one-quar- 
ter of a million dollars more than the 
total sales for the previous fiscal year, 
at which time the agency’s sales totaled 
$1,336,050.18. 

In 1947, the agency filled 161,251 
orders and printed ten new issues. In 
1948, it filled 124,208 ~orders and 
printed twelve new issues. In 1949, it 
filled a peak of 194,660 orders, took in 
receipts of $4,136,122.01, and printed 
twenty-nine new issues. In 1950, 113,- 
619 orders were filled, and only five new 
issues printed. In 1951, 73,295 orders 
were filled, and five new issues printed. 
On the whole, the fact that new issues 
have been decreased since 1949 has re- 
sulted in fewer orders being placed, and 
in the decrease of receipts. 
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Famous figures of the past and of literature live again in a 
retired Nebraska school teacher’s character dolls, 


which she bases on careful research. 


Dolls From The 
Pages of History 


AN YOU picture what Sir Walter 

Raleigh looked like? If you're like 
most of us, you don’t remember much 
about those strangers you met between 
the pages of your history book. And that 
is one of the reasons Mrs. Julia Vee 
Jaeggi, of North Platte, Nebraska, 
turned to making character dolls in her 
spare time.

Mrs. Jaeggi, a retired school teacher, 
remembered the years of drumming 
world history into unwilling young 
heads, and decided that dolls created in 
the exact likeness of historical figures 
would make history much more interest- 
ing to young people. 

Out of this idea came a new and in- 
teresting hobby for Mrs. Jaeggi that has

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paid off in cash and personal satisfaction 
that could not be measured. 

She began by learning to carve the 
heads and while the first ones were very 
difficult to carve, and rather crude look- 


ing, she continued to practice, never 


losing sight of her goal—that each face 
must be easily recognizable, even to a 
child. Much time and hard work has 
developed perfection in her technique 
of ‘creating the heads as well as the 
bodies and costuming for these tiny 
lifelike dolls, which measure’ four to 
twelve inches in height. 

Even now, it sometimes takes many 
tries before Mrs. Jaeggi achieves the 
desired facial expression for a new 
character. She agreed to make a doll 
representation of Father Flanagan, 
famed organizer of Boys’ Town, Ne- 
braska, for a friend. She found it ex- 
tremely difficult to copy the gentleness 
in the facial expression of the kindly 
man. When the impatient friend called 
on the phone about the doll, Mrs. Jaeggi 
said, “I’m sorry, but he still looks more 
like a gangster! You'll just have to wait!” 
Each doll must satisfy Mrs. Jaeggi’s keen 
appraisal completely before she will 
sell it. 


AS HER original collection of* his- 

torical characters grew, Mrs. Jaeggi 
began adding Bible characters, figures 
from popular fiction, and present day 
famous and near-famous persons. In- 
terest grew in Mrs. Jaeggi’s hobby, and 
she was invited to show her dolls and

lecture on them to school children, 
women’s clubs, etc., in North Platte, 
and surrounding towns. These programs 
might be made profitable if she charged 
a fee but Mrs. Jaeggi prefers to do it 
for the pleasure it brings to others. 

At school the boys proved to be as 
interested in the dolls as the girls. And 
is it any wonder? The garments on the 
masculine characters are very real. Every 
husky boy gets a big laugh out of 
Little Lord Fauntleroy, with his red 
velvet suit and bright golden curls. They 
are amused by Henry VIII in his beloved 
rust and green suit, carrying a spiced 
orange for perfume. 

Another favorite is Artaban, the 
Fourth Wise Man, in Van Dyke’s “The 
Other Wise Man,” who missed seeing 
Christ on the day of Crucifixion after 
spending his entire life searching for 
Him. Artaban holds a tiny bag con- 
taining three tiny stones, simulating the 
three jewels for his Master. 

They also like “Buffalo Bill” Cody, a 
burly-looking frontiersman who played 
an important part in the early history of 
Nebraska. He has long white hair, mus- 
tache and goatee; is dressed in a red 
flannel shirt, woolen trousers, leather 
boots and appliqued suede jacket. The 
leather is purchased from a retail leather 
company. Buffalo Bill carries a tiny re- 
volver and wears a fedora hat of real felt. 

Sir Walter Raleigh wears red quilted 
velvet trousers and the historic red velvet 
cape. His black shoes are painted on, 
with miniature genuine cork soles! The 
waistcoat is gold cloth, with tiny red 
buttons. A’ red velvet hat with a jaunty 
feather completes his. costume. 

A popular pair from early American 
history is John Alden and Priscilla. 
These dolls were copied from Bough- 
ton’s painting, “Puritans Going To 
Church,” a Perry picture. Priscilla is 
wearing a blue dress and cape with 
scarlet linings, white linen cap and 
apron, and carries a stamp size Bible. 
Priscilla’s hand-made undergarments 
with hand-made lace represent her fine 
handiwork mentioned in “The Court- 
ship of Miles Standish.” 


ANY FICTIONAL characters are in- 

cluded in Mrs. Jaeggi’s collection, 
also. One interesting couple is old Dr. 
Mannett and Lucy from the novel by 
Charles Dickens “A Tale of Two 
Cities.” The old doctor is seated on a 
shoemaker’s bench, wearing ragged trou- 
sers, and leather apron and has several 
tiny leather shoes on the bench beside 
him, making shoes as he did in prison. 
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QUEEN ELIZABETH and Sir Walter —— Sir Walter’s trousers are red quilted 
velvet. 


On his breast is the little pouch holding 
the golden tresses of his wife. His hol- 
low cheeks, white hair and beard show 
the suffering he has endured. Lucy is a 
beautiful blond girl dressed in gold with 
blue velvet cape and red scarf. She is 
visiting him in prison when she re- 
turned to try to get him released to 
take him to England. 

Mrs, Jaeggi has made many beautiful 
religious dolls, favorite among these be- 
ing Jesus, dressed in white satin with 
a blue velvet drape. The most popular 
group is the Good Shepherd with the 
children gathered. about him. Ruth, 
Naomi, the Queen of Sheba, and many 
others are among her collection. One 





very attractive character is Aaron, the 
high priest. This doll was originally 
made for a minister doing missionary 
work, to go with a small tabernacle 
made in Bible school. It took Mrs. 
Jaeggi nearly a year to assemble all parts 
of the costume as described in Exodus, 
Chapter 28, of the Old Testament. Tiny 
seeds from the Philippines were used for 
pomegranates sewn around the hem of 
the garment. The breast plate of twelve 
oblong stones was made from the trim- 
ming of an old jacket and the beautiful 
embroidery of the ephod was in some 
scrap material sent to Mrs. Jaeggi by a 
friend. The profit on this doll was the 
satisfaction in helping a fine minister

to make his work more interesting. Any 
Bible character is made by request and 
pictures used are from Egermeier’s 
“Bible Story Book” and a graded series 
published by the Standard Publishing 
Company of Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Mrs. Jaeggi has found that making 
character dolls is very educational. Be- 
fore starting a new character, she must 
do a lot of research on the individual’s 
characteristics and history. She finds 
this information at the public library in 
various encyclopedias, histories, biogra- 
phies, magazines, also the Perry Pictures, 
which are put out by the Perry Picture 
Company of Malden, Massachusetts, for 
picture study in schools. 

Each character is a distinct individual, 
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and it is sometimes very hard to find just 
what color the hair and eyes really were. 
In some cases Mrs, Jaeggi decides which 
age she wishes to portray. She has made 
Queen Wilhelmina as the young Queen, 
the Mother Queen, and as she looked 
when she abdicated. Mrs. Jaeggi finds a 
suitable picture of her subject, and from 
that picture begins the creation of a new 
character. 


fe MAKE the original head or model, 

Mrs. Jaeggi uses Carvocast, a plas- 
ter-like composition, which can be ob- 
tained in different size blocks or powder 
form to mix with water, from any art 
store. Mrs. Jaeggi prefers the block form. 
This is an easy substance to handle and 





facial lines are easily carved with a 
sharp instrument. Mrs. Jaeggi uses craft 
carving knives, a small pocket knife, and 
an upholstery needle for tiny details. 
When the head is an exact reproduc. 
tion of the picture she is copying, she 
gives it a coat of shellac, paint, or 
enamel, to seal the pores and make a 
smooth surface for making the mold. 
If the head is to be made of com- 
position, a liquid latex mold is made 
by dipping or brushing six to ten coats 
of the liquid latex over the original 
model. The latex should dry between 
coats, and set for thirty-six hours after 
the final coat, before it is removed from 
the model. It is then taken off like a 
glove and a composition mix is poured 
into the latex mold. Two kinds of com- 
position are Claystone and Castone, 
which are purchased in powder form, 
and mixed with water to a pouring con- 
sistency. These compositions do not 
harden fast, thus giving time for detail 
work on hair styles and facial features. 
This is sometimes necessary after the 
composition head or casting is removed 


. from the mold. 


Another composition, much _ harder 
than the powders, is Plastidur, a liquid 
casting plastic that hardens in a few 
minutes to a very hard and tough plastic 
that resembles ivory. This is used for 
castings that do not need detail work 
after removal from the mold. 


ee THE composition cast is dry, 
the latex mold is taken off, again 


like a glove, and all mold marks are re- 
moved so the finished surface is very 
smooth for painting. If you desire to do 
any extra etching, for the hair or face, 
the mold must be removed from the 
cast before the composition is rock-hard. 
If the head is to be china, a plaster of 
Paris mold is used and clayslip is poured 
into the mold. Clayslip is made by add- 
ing water to ceramic clay powder. Mrs. 
Jaeggi found complete instructions for 
making the model, plaster of Paris 
molds, casting, finishing, bisque firing 
and glazing in “The Complete Book of 
Pottery Making,” by John B. Kenny, 
and “Ceramics for All,” by J. A. Stewart. 
Mrs. Jaeggi prefers to mold the hair 
style with the composition material 
since it is easier to handle than mohait, 
does not mat, and can be molded easily 
in any style desired. On many models 
the face and head are cast and the hait 
style added later before the composition 
is too hard. This is done by pressing soft 
clay onto the scalp of the casting an 
then forming various hair fashions with

a knife. Wind-blown curls, as well as the 
long drawn-out curl, the water-fall, the 
psyche, and the shingle bob can be 
iormed perfectly. Some of the lovely 
ladies have jeweled hair styles, also ear- 
rings, which are tiny stones from dime 
store jewelry, imbedded in the soft com- 
position and permitted to harden. Some 
have tiny flowers shaped into their elab- 
orate coiffures. 

It takes a lot of practice to develop 
the skill required to paint heads not 
much bigger than a large walnut. The 
coloring for the face and arms is delicate 
and life-like. Artist’s oil paint is used 
and dulled to give a soft texture. 

The lower portions of the legs and 
arms are cast in the same manner as the 
head. Muslin is wrapped and glued to 
the top of the arm and then sewed to 
the shoulder. For the upper leg, muslin 
is attached to the knee in like manner, 
stuffed and sewed to the body. 

The stockings, painted on the cast, 
range in colors of bright reds, purple, 


green, black, white, and nude, depend- ' 


ing on current fashions during particular 
périods of history. Shoe styles are many 
and varied, high-heeled, low heeled, and 
without heels. The shoes are painted on 
in most cases. However, Henry VIII's 
shoes are made of leather with slashes 
across the wide toe so his stocking 
shows through. The high top shoes, gold 
and silver slippers and shoes of today 
with many cut-outs are skillfully painted 
on the cast. Many Bible characters are 
barefooted, and even the bare foot with 
carved toes and strap sandal is neat and 
trim. 


HE BODY of the doll is made of un- 

bleached muslin or flesh-colored 
percale. The male body is shaped square 
and firm, while the feminine form is 
slim and shapely, or chubby to fit the 
individual character. The muslin body is 
sewed on both sides across the shoulders, 
across the bottom, and the center back 
is seamed half way up. The upper back 
is left open, for stuffing. The body is 
turned right side out, and another seam 
made across the bottom on the outside. 
This makes it easier to attach the upper 
leg to the body. The body is stuffed 
firmly with lower grade cotton. The 
seam in the upper back is then closed 
and the arms and legs are attached as 
described earlier. 

Now the head must be fastened to the 
body. If the head is hollow at the shoul- 
der, it is placed over the stuffed body, 
and sewn down through the holes along 
the shoulder for that purpose. If the 
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shoulder is solid, the cloth body is 
brought up over the shoulder and glued 
down. 

When the doll is assembled, it is ready 
to be mounted on a standard. Mrs. Jaeggi 
makes a pocket by sewing a small piece 
of muslin vertically down the back of 
the doll. The standard consists of a three- 
ply wooden base, three inches square, 
with a %-inch dowel inserted in the 
base. The length of the dowel is de- 
termined by the height of the finished 
doll. The top half of the dowel is whit- 
tled flat on both sides so it fits against 
the back of the doll smoothly. The stick 
mounted on the standard is inserted in 
the pocket and held firmly against the

back of the doll, making the doll stand 
upright. 


M*: JAEGGI asserts that dressing the 
lovely ladies of history is the most 
enjoyable part of creating character dolls. 
The petticoats, undergarments, and 
hoops are as nearly authentic as possible. 
Many tiny hand-stitched tucks, feather 
stitching, insertions, and padded or 
quilted satins are found in these dainty 
underthings. Mrs. Jaeggi has studied 
underwear styles for various periods, 
that she may duplicate them perfectly, 
even to the number of petticoats that 
was fashionable for milady centuries 
( Continued on Page 53)

She 
started out making and bottling 
it for her own use, and to give 
to friends. After finding it 
would keep for several years, 
she decided to try to market it. 
She calls her product, Knotty Pine Burnt Sugar Syrup. She 
uses a recipe of her own and recommends the use of the 
syrup in cakes, icings, pies, puddings and ice cream. The 
secret of the burnt sugar flavoring, which is entirely different 
from caramel or maple, is in the length of cooking. Demand 
for her product has increased so that she now employs two 
persons, one working full time and the other, three days a 
week. She does all the work on two regular kitchen ranges.

Y Corsages From Guineas 

M* PEARL PAYNE of Longmont, Colorado, raised, 

dressed and sold guinea hens as a hobby on her hus- 
band’s ranch long before she realized that extra dividends 
could be realized by fashioning corsages dainty as the finest 
silver filigree from the exquisite feathers of the drab bird. 
Sorting the pin and larger feathers according to size and 
color, she trims and steams them for the desired curve. Very 
fine florist wire is used to make the feather flowers and 
number 26 wire for the stems. Tiny feathers wrapped 
around the thin wire become the first layer of petals, fol- 
lowed by larger feathers and so on until completed to the 
desired size. The bright neck feathers are used for the 
flower center. The stem is covered with green florist tape 
and a ribbon of contrasting color is added to the corsage 


with its dark background and white polka dots. She also 


uses the soft downy white 
feather of the common hen, 
placing the guinea polka dot 
feathers over them until they 
resemble real lace. She sells her 
feather corsages at prices rang- 
ing from $1.25, depending on 
the size, to local customers, to 
garden clubs and on consign- 
ment to stores.

I HAD several pieces of short, 
or bent and twisted candles 
that I hated to throw away so I 
conceived the idea of remold- 
ing them in little glasses or 
cups for Christmas gifts. When 
I melted the old candles I 
boiled them with cloves and 
spices that gave the wax a de- 
lightful fragrance. Then I 
poured it into the prepared 
containers. For wicks I used pieces of twisted twine which 
I knotted through a piece of cardboard in the bottom of 
the container, then fastened it over the glasses with a hat 
pin across the top. Then I poured the hot strained wax 
into the holders. When they were cold I warmed the: glasses 
in hot water, until the candles slipped out easily, and I 
took off the cardboard, and slipped the candle back. At 
a china and glass store I bought some of the small pretty 
tapering glasses—smaller at the bottom. I found a big box 
of discarded old candles at the Good Will Industries, very 
cheap. I experimented with different perfumes such as oil 
of roses and carnation, and I used different food coloring 
for the melted wax. In Shawnee, Oklahoma, my home, | 
sell the pretty little colored hob nail glasses—with candles 
—at 75 cents, the cheaper glasses and cups for 50 cents, 
which leaves me an ample profit, as I can make a dozen 
in a short time.

W™ A productive imagination, un- 
failing initiative, and an inex- 
haustible interest in her work, Mrs. J. 
M. Johnson of Volga, South Dakota, has 
proved that baking cakes is doubly re- 
warding—as a source of additional in- 
come and as a creative outlet. 


Her products, however, are not the 
usual angel food or layer varieties, for 
Mrs. Johnson specializes in ornate rep- 
licas of churches, homes, ships, and even 
miniature football fields with players. 
Although her smallest cakes have aver- 
aged only nine inches in diameter, others 
have reached a height of forty inches. 
The largest one she has ever made, a 
replica of a grocery store for an open 
house anniversary, served 2,500 persons 
and weighed 240 pounds. 


Among her most complicated cakes 
was a detailed farm, complete with 
lights, fences, trees, and livestock—com- 
position figures covered with icing to 
represent the owners’ animals. . Created 
for a golden wedding anniversary, the 
cake supported a bride and bridegroom, 
dressed as they were on their wedding 
day. 

Another, intricately fashioned, showed 
a sunken garden with twenty-four wed- 
ding figures. She has even made one of 
the United States Capitol building for 
the birthdays of two girls in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 
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“The most beautiful and most inter- 
esting cake I have ever done was a bat- 
tleship for a sailor's wedding,” Mrs. 
Johnson asserts. “But the ones I enjoyed 
most were those I did for a little girl 
who had polio. One had a circus theme, 
another was for Hallowe’en, and the 
third depicted a Thanksgiving scene.” 

The majority of her cakes are for 
weddings, birthdays, and anniversaries, 
although some are ordered for conven- 
tions and rallies. She has shipped them 
to thirty-three states and Canada. 


VOIDING SPONGE varieties because of 
their tendency to collapse, Mrs. 
Johnson makes her butter cakes in al- 
most any flavor. With three icings on 
the outside to keep them fresh, the huge 
cakes stay moist for two or three weeks. 
One of Mrs. Johnson’s major consid- 
erations is the quantities in which she 
must purchase ingredients. Cake flour 
and granulated sugar are obtained in 
100-pound measures, with baking pow- 
der coming in ten-pound containers and 
powdered sugar in cases of twenty-four 
pounds. Shortening is also bought by 
the case. Costs of cream, butter, and eggs 
cannot be determined so accurately, for 
these are products direct from the John- 
sons’ farm. 

Expensive extracts are of the utmost 
importance, according to Mrs. Johnson. 
She maintains that not only are more of 
the cheaper extracts required, but that 
they color the cakes, and the flavor of 
the finished product is not so delicate. 
Extracts are purchased by the quart. 

Two methods are used for mixing the 
ingredients. Occasionally Mrs. Johnson 
resorts to the one-bowl method in which 
all the liquids are mixed together, then 
added to the dry ingredients; a single 
beating thus combines all materials. Gen- 
erally, however, the conventional method 
is preferred. Using a basic recipe, Mrs. 
- Johnson proceeds in the following man- 
ner: 


(1) Cream 2 cups sugar and 4 cup 
shortening. 

(2) Add 2 teaspoons vanilla. 

(3) Sift together 14 teaspoon salt, 3 
teaspoons baking powder, and 314 cups 
flour. 

(4) Add dry ingredients to creamed 
mixture alternately with 114 cups iced 
water. 

(5) Fold in 4 stiffly beaten egg 
whites. 


The batter is then poured into a pan 
11 inches wide, 16 inches long, and 3 
inches deep, which has been lined with 
wax paper, buttered, and floured lightly.

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Candles Like Yule Trees 
Marion Ullmark 


ISHING .ONE DAY for several 

Christmas tree candles for a holi- 
day centerpiece I had in mind, and find- 
ing the ones in the stores rather expen- 
sive, I decided to try making some. After 
a period of trial and error, I came up 
with some very lovely, dark green tree 
candles in just the size and quantity I 
wanted. Everyone who came in the 
house that Christmas season admired 
them and before I knew what was hap- 
pening I found myself with a pleasant 
and profitable. hobby. 

As the first step in making the can- 
dles I went down to the corner drug- 
store and bought some of the cone 
shaped containers that most fountains 
use for water. The friendly young foun- 
tain manager listened to my story, shook 
his head at the folly of women in gen- 
eral, but obligingly sold me the paper 
containers for one-fourth cent apiece. 
I bought two dozen, paid my six cents 
and hurried home with the fountain 
manager's cheerful good wishes spurring 
me Qn. 

At home again I gathered up from 
buffet and china closet drawers all the 
odds and ends of candle stubs that had 
been gathering dust for too many days. 
For my initial venture I used all white 
or very light colored stubs. I cut them 
into smaller pieces and melted them 
slowly in a utensil on the kitchen stove. 
As they were melting, the dismal 
thought popped into my head that I 
had no wicks! My young son settled 
this difficulty for me, by suggesting 
that I use some of my white cotton rug 
yarn. This worked very well. I wanted 
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a nice, dark green color and achieved 
it with a small piece of green wax 
crayon. Just a word of warning here: 


Add the crayon in very small pieces’ 


as a little goes a long way. Let the 
crayon wax melt thoroughly. 


Then I made a tiny perforation in the 
very center of the bottom of the paper 
cone, pulled the cotton yarn through so 
that about 4% inch or so protruded. 
Then I put the cones in small juice 
glasses so that they were upright’ and 
steady, and lined them up in a row 
waiting for the wax. My son offered 
a very helpful suggestion here too; he 
advised me to tie the top end of the 
wick to a pencil placed across the top 
of the paper cone. In this way the wick 
is held taut and even. Then I was. ready 
for the big moment, the candle pour- 
ing. I poured the melted wax into the 
containers to the depth that I wanted. 
When the wax was almost hardened, I 
removed the pencil and cut the wick 
off at the top of the wax. There was 
nothing to do then but wait impatiently 
for my candles to harden. 


Ros CANDLES were really lovely and 

my Christmas centerpiece was a 
huge success. When my friends discov- 
ered that I had made the candles my- 
self, I found myself deluged with more 
orders than I could fill. Now friends 
and relatives save their candle stubs for 
me. Most people bring odds arid ends 
of candles with them when they place 
their order or pick it up. Donations 
from friends are gratefully received. 
Practically the only money outlay in- 
volved is for the paper cones, which 
are four for a penny in my home town, 
Moline, Illinois, a ten-cent box of 








wax Crayons and a twenty-nine-cent ball 
of cotton rug yarn, which practically 
lasts forever. 

I do not sell the candles cheaply, for 
a good, hand made product is always 
worthy of a good price. Depending on 
the size of the candle ordered and 


whether or not the customer brings her _ 


own candle stubs, I set the price, us- 
ually from 20 to 29 cents. I have found 
that one friend tells another, about 
my candles. I enjoy my candle making 
very much and of course enjoy the extra 
money it brings in just when I need it 
most at Christmas time. 


Cowhorn Craftsman 
Maydel M. Goolsby 


RANK LEMANSKI of Mexia, Texas, 

has been making things from dis- 
carded cowhorns for about six years. 
At first he carried out his projects 
simply for the fun he found in making 
interesting, useful things out of waste 
material, but now Lemanski has trouble 
hanging onto any of his finished work. 
He has been amazed to discover that 
his creations are highly regarded as 
souvenirs and as furnishings for special 
type places. 

For instance, a local cattleman saw 
the first lamp base Lemanski created 
out of three cowhorns, and wanted to 
buy it for his office. Thinking to dis- 
courage the buyer, Lemanski asked $10 
for the base, which had cost him prac- 
tically nothing but a few hours’ time. 
The cattleman didn’t hesitate to buy. 


Soon after finishing some of his first 


horn products, Lemanski mentioned 
them to a local drug store owner and 
asked if he would like to use some 
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of them as a local display. The drug- 
gist agreed, and Lemanski made up an 
exhibit of a lamp, some ashtrays, and 
. vanity boxes. Within a matter of days 
they had been priced so many times 
that the owner agreed to sell. The drug 
store asked for more—all he could turn 
out. 

From time to time Lemanski offers 
his work for sale through this outlet, 
and has been asked by other local 
shops for a display, either for sale or 
just as an exhibit. With western decor 
so popular right now, many people 
wanted the objects for that reason. Still 
others wanted them for souvenirs, and 
he has been asked to letter his work 
as such. 


HE UNUSUALNESS of Lemanski’s 
hobby and the fact that he is really 
making “something out of nothing” in 
that cowhorns have always been re- 
garded as useless unless perfect enough 
for a hunting horn, led local newspaper 
reporters to write him up. A picture 
of himself in his workshop with some 
of his products appeared in a news- 
paper and brought a number of people 
asking to buy horn lamps and ashtrays. 
In fact, Lemanski has found that the 
demand for his horn creations is so 
great that he can’t possibly supply even 
the local demand due to lack of time. 
Tools for working with horns are 
quite simple. Lemanski uses a three- 
quarter-horsepower electric motor with 
a drill and sander attachment, and a 
rotary emery wheel, an ordinary pocket 
knife, a screwdriver, and a small paint 
brush. 

Horns can be obtained at almost any 
meat packing plant, and since they 
have no commercial value, cost little 
or nothing. Lemanski happens to be 
employed at such a plant, and his raw 
materials are available simply for the 


picking up and taking home. Some- - 


times cattle are de-horned before being 
shipped, and anyone knowing a rancher 
or cattleman can make arrangements 
to get the discarded horns. 


T O MAKE a lamp base, three horns 

are required: one large and two 
small, and they must be matched for 
fit so that they balance well. 

After selecting the horns for size 
and shape in order to get a steady 
tripod arrangement, Lemanski starts 
to polish them. For this, he uses the 
emery wheel to pare away the rough 
outer surface. 

A pocket knife is used to smooth 
down any uneven spots and for trim-

ming the ends of the horn to fit. Two 
small holes are bored in each of the 
smaller. horns so that they can be at- 
tached to the large one to form a 
tripod, but before joining, Lemanski 
wires the lamp. 

The electric cord can be attached 
by drilling a hole large enough to 
accommodate it on the underside of 
the large horn, and drawing it upward 
to be connected to the bulb before it 
is set in place. The bulb is seated on 
a small wooden circle which is carved

to fit snugly into the hollow circle 
of the largest horn. 

The wiring and bulb are then -re- 
moved while Lemanski joins the three 
horns by means of small headed screws. 
The final step is a coat of clear varnish 
which will give the finished base a 
gleaming finish. 

The addition of a shade is all that 
is left, and most people prefer choosing 
their own to match color schemes and 
personal taste. For display purposes, 
Lemanski uses a cheap type of shade 
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which enables the buyer to see how the 
finished lamp looks, but he says that 
anyone planning to make the lamps 
for steady sales should equip the lamp 
with a shade appropriate to the design. 


ww IN popularity among the 


people who are always calling to 


look at and ask ‘the prices of Lemanski’s: 


work, are the ashtrays which he makes. 
These are far simpler and easier to 
finish than the lamp bases, and can be 
made from almost any small horn that 
might not be of the right size and 
shape for a lamp. He has sold a number 
of these for $2.50. 

To make an ashtray, Lemanski 
chooses a small, curving horn and 
polishes as when making a lamp base. 
With his pocketknife he trims away 
the rough edge of the larger end, and 
then cuts an oblong strip from the 
large open end to the point where the 
horn begins to curve upward. This 
leaves the horn hollow open. 

Next, a cylinder two or three inches 
long is cut from the center section of 
another polished horn, and sawed in 
half longitudinally. The outward curve 
is smoothed and flattened on top to 
form a base for the horn, which is 
glued or screwed to it. First, however, 
it is important to trim the half cylinder 
base carefully for balance. 

For a cigarette slot or holder, Le- 
manski uses a strip of tin from an 
ordinary can (the enamel lined kind) 
and a circle about one inch in diameter 
is cut. This is curved and glued or 
screwed to the horn at the end of the 
hollow where the top opening ends. 

Vanity boxes are another Lemanski 
creation, and in this way he utilizes 
odd and off-shape horns which are un- 
suitable for either lamps or ashtrays. 
A three- or four-inch cylinder is cut 
from a polished horn, (center -portion 
to get as large a hollow as possible.) 
A bottom made of very thin wood is 
glued in place, and tops of the same 
material fashioned to fit snugly into 
the top opening. A V-shaped handle 
is made from a tiny semi-circle of horn 
cuticle and glued to the lid. 

The vanity boxes are usually made 
in pairs, and Lemanski chooses horns 
from which he can cut cylinders of 
uniform size and color. They are very 
simple to make, and can be sold for 
a nice profit at $1 each. 

Lemanski suggests that anyone in- 
terested in horn-hobbying should make 
"up at least two or three lamps, a half 
dozen ashtrays, and as many vanity 
boxes before offering them for sale. 
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“Otherwise,” he says, “you never get 
caught up and might lose other sales 
just because you have nothing to show 
your customer when he asks to see 
the objects. Or perhaps refuse to sell 
your last one on hand, but take orders 
from showing it. That's actually the 
way I’ve tried to handle my sales, but 
someone is always in a hurry and talk- 
ing me out of my last one.” 


In The Quiz Biz

4 dea I sold my first quiz, re- 
ceiving a check for $2.50, it 


did not occur to me that some day 
quiz-writing would be my favorite 
hobby. I now find preparing quizzes 
fascinating and educational. Besides, it 
is a means of adding to my pin money. 
If, however, I could not make another 
sale, I think I should create quizzes for 
the sheer pleasure of doing so. 

Where do I find material for quizzes? 
There are numerous sources which one 
May not even recognize as such until 
suddenly an idea emerges. One of my

wives were listed and the notion came 
to me, “Here is a quiz for me.”

From these I get ideas 
for new kinds of quizzes. I may write 
a similar one on a different subject.

I, also, have a notebook in the 
kitchen of my Roscoe, Minnesota, home 
in which I write any quiz idea or in- 
teresting fact I may hear of read about. 
I keep a pad and pencil near my bed. 
When an idea buds forth during sleep- 
less hours in the night—it happens! — 
I write down a few words in the dark 
without disturbing my husband’s slum- 
ber and thereby save what otherwise 
I might lose. A good dictionary is 
another great help in building quizzes. 


| epanty MOST people working a 
quiz do so to fill in leisure time 
rather than for the educational value 
it has, I try to make them not too 
difficult, so that the average person 
may be able to work them. I include 
several. easy questions in each quiz. 
What is more exasperating than to try 





a quiz in which you cannot give a single 
answer! 
After completing the first draft of 


my quiz I put. it aside for a day of 


two. Then I try to read it as I would 
if I saw it for the first time. Often q 
slight change is needed. I make certain 
by checking several times that my an. 
swers are correct. I always keep a 
carbon copy of the manuscript I send 
out. 

The majority of my quizzes are of 
the multiple choice kind. They consist 
of sentences, each followed by three 
potential answers, only one of which 
is correct; for example: 


Our first president was (a) Adams 
(b) Washington (c) Lincoln. The in- 
troduction to this might read: Here 
are ten sentences, each followed by 
three endings; you are to select the 
one which you think is correct. (Nearly 
all of my quizzes consist of ten ques- 
tions and answers.) 

Another method I frequently employ 
is the kind used for the “Presidents and 
Their Wives” quiz. The quiz follows 
the introduction which ran thus: If, at 
some time or other, the men and women 
named here attended a ball, which of 
those in column two would each of 
those in column one have been most 
likely to take home? 

1. Warren Harding a. Dolly Payne 
2. John Adams b. Lou Henry 
3. James Madison cc. Florence Kling 
4. Harry Truman d. Grace Anne 
5.: ete. Goodhue 

e. etc. 

I keep a double file of three-by-five- 
inch index cards. One set is headed by 
the names of magazines and under 
each magazine are listed the titles of 
Manuscripts sent to it and the date 
they were mailed. This prevents. the 
possibility of sending a manuscript to 
an editor a second time. (If it returns 
I place an X over the date.) Of the 
other set, each card is headed by the 
title of a manuscript and under it are 
recorded the names of the magazines 
it has been sent to and the dates. When 
a manuscript sells, I mark the title 
card “Sold” and take it from the file. 
On the magazine card I mark the title 
of the manuscript “Sold” but leave it 
in the file. By referring to it I know 
what the magazine editor might buy 
the next time. 

I find markets for quizzes in writer's 
magazines, such as: Author and Jour- 
nalist, The Writer, and Writer’s Digest. 
I choose those which, in my opinion, 
are likely to be read by persons when 
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they have plenty of time on their hands. 

A most delightful feature of my quiz 
program is my “personal” scrapbook. 
I usually receive complimentary copies 
of magazines that have published my 
quizzes. I cut out what is “mine” and 
paste it in my scrapbook. Above the 
quiz I glue the name of the magazine 
and the date of publication—both from 
the same issue. 


r YOU intend to try this hobby, do 
not expect to sell everything you 
send out. I have kept a record of forty 
quizzes that sold. Of these, eighteen 
were accepted on their first trip out; 
the others brought checks the fifth or 
sixth time they were sent; I also have 
a number on hand that continue to 
return. 

As to what one may expect in pay- 
ment for them—my average has been 
from $1 to $3; two brought $5 each; 
and one gave me an unusual surprise— 
$25! | 

If you have sent out any manuscripts 
at all, you probably know that one must 
prepare neat, double-spaced copy and 
give your name and address in the 
upper left hand corner. Be sure to en- 
close a stamped, self-addressed envelope. 

Try your hand at quizzes. You'll find 
it is fun, educational and profitable. 


Duet In Orchids

(CTF GEORGE and I had known that 

first day what we know now, we 
would have run a mile!” Inez Dames 
laughingly reminisces. 

Little by little her story unfolds it- 
self like one of the Dameses’ gorgeous 
orchids, and in some ways it is as great 
a miracle, beginning appropriately 
enough on an Easter Sunday. 

George Dames, a World War I vet- 
eran, has had more than his share of 
battle scars, and in addition, suffers the 
résults of severe gassing at Chateau 
Thierry. On that particular Sunday four 
years ago, after George had had a serious 
sick spell, Inez decided it would be a 
good thing for them both to get away 
from it all for a day. So they drove 
Over to Hemet from Burbank, Cali- 
fornia, where they make their home, 
and it turned out to be a wonderful 
trip—and one with far-reaching results, 





for on their way home they decided to 


stop at the famous Fallbrook nurseries. 
And so began the orchid venture, for 
they emerged from the greenhouse with 
an orchid plant bearing two beautiful 
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blooms. George, knowing of her love for 
plants, and bearing in mind that their 
various and sundry pots in window 
boxes did not include an orchid, bought 
it for Inez when her back was turned. 

“In addition to the blooms, the orchid 
plant had one bud about ready to open,” 
Inez recalls, “and we stayed up about 
half the night watching it unfold. I 
hadn’t seen George so interested in any- 
thing in years! The beauty of the open- 
ing bud seemed unbelievable—almost 
bordering on the supernatural, we 
thought. In a few weeks we were out 
on another little trip and stopped, 
through interest, this time, to look at 
some other orchid plants. And we came 
home with a white one. We live in a 
two-story apartment on top of a down- 
town office .building—we call it our 
“penthouse”—and soon we had the liv- 
ing room, dinette, and kitchen simply 
over-flowing with orchid plants! They 
were like rabbits, only they didn’t breed 
themselves. They’re hand-pollinated, you 
know. 

“One evening a friend stopped in, 
saw the dilemma we were in because of 
the lack of space and asked if we had 


ever thought of using card tables with 


galvanized tops and drainage tubes un- 
derneath, to raise our plants on. By this 
time the bathroom had been invaded by 
our horticulture, and we thought her 
suggestion a good one. That was the first 
step forward. Then in no time at all, 





our rumpus room, on the second floor, 
had card tables at all six windows and 
we were back in the bathroom again! 
We decided then, after the proper per- 
mission, to build a greenhouse on the 
roof, between the skylights.” 


|. igang WHEN I paid the Dameses 

a visit Inez looked around the eight 
hot houses which the business now 
occupies a few blocks from their apart- 
ment, and asked me to watch her do 
some pollenizing. 

I saw her place the pollen from one 
beautiful lavender bloom into the calyx 
of a three-day old flower, and then she 
showed me how it would look in a mat- 
ter of two or three days—the stem of the 
“parent” flower beginning to swell, the 
“mother” dying on its stem as the pod 
caused from the swelling grew larger 
and larger. In about nine months time, 
this pod bursts, giving forth some 25,- 
000 seeds, each one as small as a grain 
of face powder under a microscope. Inez 
and George then sterilize the seeds for 
fifteen minutes before putting as many 
of them as they plan to nurture in a 
sterilized bottle in a solution of agar 
agar, for a period of six months to a 
year. Thus the small plants come to a 
growth of perhaps three-fourths of an 


inch, and are then transplanted to a 


mixture of E-Z Grow. 
“This is what is known as ‘bench

| le YOU ever have a profitable 

hobby sneak up on you? That's 
what happened to Rudolph Rasching of 
West Allis, Wisconsin. When Rasching, 
who works in a yeast factory, began 


’ breeding roller canaries nearly thirty 


years ago, he was only fulfilling a boy- 
hood love of birds that began in 
Hanover, Germany. 

But when his birds started winning 
ribbons and trophies in every show in 
which they were entered, they unex- 
pectedly became profitable. It was not 
because there is any money connected 
with these prizes—there isn’t. His birds 
became profitable because every roller 
fancier in the country wants prize stock. 
An ardent fancier will pay as much as 
$50 for a “tutor” bird td teach his young 
birds to sing. And when Rudolph 
Rasching’s rollers became known as 
prize winners, roller breeders contacted 
him, and he found himself with a 
ready-made profitable hobby. 

Since that time, he has found that 
people who want only a single bird 
also like to have good singers, though 
they need not be of such high quality. 
These pets bring from $25 to $35 
each. 

Department stores are also customers, 
because they like to have a reputation 
for selling sturdy, high quality canaries; 
and rollers are a favorite. 


Skee ROLLER is strictly a songbird, 
and Rasching pays little attention 
to color. The birds may be yellow, of 
gray and yellow mixtures, or even solid 
green. 

“The song is all I care about,” says 
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Rasching. “A roller’s song is a long, 
rich trill, with notes that are soft and 
blending.” 

Good singers are bred by mating 
birds whose songs contain the qualities 
a breeder desires. Although female ca- 
naries do not sing, Rasching mates the 
female offspring of good male singers 
to other good male singers. 

“For example,” he says, “I may take 

a male with a good bass roll and mate 
him to the female of a strain which 
sings a good water glucke. Perhaps 
I'll mate one of the resulting young 
birds with a good schockel singer. After 
a few years of such selective breeding, 
I get singers which are accomplished 
in several tours. 
_A “tour” is any one of the various 
song passages which roller canaries sing. 
These include glucke, bass roll, water 
glucke, glucke roll, schockel, hollow roll, 
bell, and hollow bell. It is difficult to 
describe what each tour sounds like, 
and, indeed, even the judges at canary 
shows frequently disagree as to which 
tour a bird is singing. 

For this reason, the winning of show 
championships is not an easy thing. A 
bird team which has won a champion- 
ship in one show may fail miserably 
in another. It is difficult to please all 
the judges, because individual tastes 
differ. Rasching’s teams, however, have 
been given high scores by most of the 
judges who have heard them. 


TEAM consists of four canaries. 

Each bird is placed in a separate 
cage, and the four cages are piled one 
on top of the other so the birds can’t 
see each other. A team is judged in a 
closed room with only the judge 
present. 

“Each team is given half an hour to 
sing,” explains Rasching. “If they fail, 
they are given another chance. But if 
they produce only a few notes, then 
they have had their chance.” 

When a bird team sings, its members 
do it in their own way. Sometimes they 
all sing at once; sometimes one or two 
sing at a time; sometimes (though not 
often, luckily for Rasching) none of 
them feels like singing at all. The judges 
sit absolutely still and wait, doing noth- 
ing to coax them to sing. A team is 
judged somewhat on the amount of 
Singing it does collectively, but the 
important judging is for the gwality of 
the song. 

Not all of the quality of a canary’s 
song is inbred. Much of it is taught to 
young birds by old singers. A tutor 
bird is placed on top of the team of 
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RUDOLPH RASCHING with one of his championship four-bird teams, and some of 
the ribbons and trophies his birds have won in roller canary shows all over America.

that he can enter only his best teams in roller competitions. The birds wouldn’t 

sing very much if they got a look at one another, which is why the cages are 
stacked one on top of the other. 
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four cages and the young canaries imi- 
tate him. If one member of a team 
develops a fault in his song, he is either 
replaced, or steps are taken to cure him 
of the fault. 

“It isn’t easy to cure them of song 
faults,” says Rasching, “but it can be 
done. They can be put into a flight cage 
with faultless singers, and that some- 
times cures them. Of course, it’s easier 
to cure a young bird of a fault than an 
old bird.” 

Because a tutor bird is so helpful in 
this procedure, the prize-winning tutors 
command high prices. 


ON Socrscekage CANARY fanciers gener- 
ally buy only songbirds which they 
can expect to win championships, there 
is a different kind of person who will 
buy amy canary that sings. These are 
the people who want a singing canary 
“just to have some life in the house.” 
To such people, any song the bird may 
sing is beautiful, and they haven't the 
slightest idea whether it’s a water glucke 
or a hollow bell, or whether the bird has 
a fault or not. 

“It is to these ‘one bird’ families 
that I can sell rollers which may have 
a few too many chop notes in their 
song,” says Rasching. “Of course, they 
don’t command as high a price as a 
championship roller. A price of $25 is 
about the top for an ordinary singer.” 

Next in price come the female breed- 
ing canaries. Rasching’s prices for 
females are from $5 to $10, with an 
occasional bird of an exceptionally good 
Strain going even a little higher. In 
Rasching’s case, his good reputation 
among canary fanciers is based on the 
high quality of his female breeders. 
Although his prices are a little high, 
many of his customers spend their 
money for quality, rather than quantity. 

On the evening I visited Rasching, a 
new customer was bargaining with him 
for females. She wanted three birds, 
but was unable to meet the price. 

“Take just two,” advised the friend 
who had brought her. “You'll come out 
as well as if you had three of some- 
body else’s females. I know. I’ve had 
good luck with his birds for years!” 


Rasching doesn’t worry about lower- 
ing his prices to meet competition. He 
concentrates, 
standards to overcome competition. 

At the bottom of the price scale are 
the odd few birds that are not up to 
standard in one way or another. Per- 
haps a bird will have a spot on its 
skin or some other minor blemish.

Don’t think canary breeders ignore such 
things! The really serious hobbyist in- 
spects a bird literally feather by feather, 
and shuns any with slight defects. (This 
is because a few of these blemishes do 
lead to ailments which cause loss of 
song, and no roller breeder wants to 
chance that—slight though the chance 
may be.) 

These “leftover” birds are sold to 


department stores for about $1 apiece. — 


The stores in turn sell them as ‘young 
birds of undetermined sex.’ 

“Although such a bird probably won't 
win any championships,” says Rasching, 
“it will breed if it’s a female and it will 
sing if it’s a male. For a shut-in, for 
example, who wants only to experiment 
mildly with canary breeding, imperfect 
birds are satisfactory and they have the 
added convenience of being inexpen- 
sive.” 

How does Rasching make any profit 
by selling birds at these prices? 

“Well, it averages out,” he says in 
his. melodious German accent, chuck- 
ling. “It costs about $5 per bird per 
year to feed and house the canaries. 
Those that I sell at $1 each don’t repre- 
sent a loss because the ones I sell for 
$50 make up for it. 

“My secret is in raising strong, 
healthy birds through selective breed- 
ing. That gives me more of the $50 
kind and less of the $1 kind.” 


 Fgscaeeaiy Is always happy to discuss 
canary breeding with other breed- 
ers, and he is more than generous with 
advice for beginners. 

“It’s obvious that one must start with 
healthy, strong birds,” he says, “and it 
should be equally obvious that your first 
breeders should be from a strain of good 
singers, if singers are what you want.” 

If there are no pedigreed birds in 
your vicinity, you can purchase them 
by mail through advertisements in the 
magazine, American Cage Bird, which is 
the bible of canary breeders. Or, if you 
have lots of time and patience, you 
can even develop a strain of good sing- 
ers from ordinary singers, if you breed 
only the best birds of each year’s mat- 
ings. These latter, however, are the 
“mongrels” of canarydom, and will not 
command as high a price as pedigreed 
birds. 

A pedigreed bird is one which has 
only roller canary blood in him, un- 
mixed with warblers, wild canaries, or 
mongrel stock, much the same way a 
pedigreed dog is of one breed. Canaries 
differ slightly in that there are many

strains within the roller breed which 
may be mixed with another and still 
be considered pedigreed. Most of Rasch- 
ing’s birds are of the Minehaha strain. 

Get your birds several weeks before 
the breeding season (which starts in 
February in the south or March in the 
north) and condition them with extra 
nourishing foods. If you can get them, 
dandelion greens are one of the best 
to feed at this time, but rape-seed 
greens, leaf lettuce, celery leaves, parsley, 
and mustard greens are equally good. 

“I also add extra amounts of pablum, 
bread, dandelion seeds, oats, linseed 
meal, poppy seeds, cod liver oil, anise 
seeds and hemp seeds to their regular 
diet of canary and rape “seeds,” says 
Rasching. 

He gets his seed, cages, and other 
supplies from dealers who advertise in 
American Cage Bird. 

“There you'll find seed for as low 
as $12 a hundred pounds,” says Rasch- 
ing, “as well as cages at reasonable 
prices.” 

Rasching buys most of his cages 
ready-made, but occasionally builds a 
flight cage himself. This is a large 
cage where birds are given freedom 
to fly and exetcise. 


aE THE actual breeding time, 
the breeding cages must be washed 
and disinfected. Cages are aired out well 
before use, so that the birds don’t 
become sick from the fumes. Anything 
containing DDT is taboo around ca- 
naries, but some good strong disinfec- 
tant (such as kerosene) should be used 
in order to kill any mite germs in the 
cage before baby birds are in it. 


When the birds are ready to begin 


nesting, the females indicate it by 
carrying bits of paper or feathers in 
their beaks. Sometimes they'll even try 
to build nests in a corner of the regular 
cage, or in a seed cup. At this time, 
the male and female should be put into 
the small breeding cage by themselves. 
(The male must be with the female at 
least seventy-two hours before the eggs 
are laid or they will not be fertile.) 
After the female has laid two or 
three of her eggs, the male is taken out 
of the cage and given a day or two of 
rest before being mated with another 
female. The male may be mated with 
as many as six or eight females. The 
female birds can be mated twice a 
season, with a rest between raising each 
batch of youngsters. Some breéders mate 


their prize-winning females oftener, but 

Sive the eggs to another hen to raise, 

to avoid tiring the best females.

, been THE baby birds are born, a 
mother canary should be fed what 
she likes best, which usually means a 
lot of soft bread and milk. 

“We pamper them like dowagers 
when the babies are small,” says Rasch- 
ing with a chuckle. “We hardly dare- 
look into the cage the first week, for 
fear we'll startle them.” 

Rasching’s breeding room is a warm, 
quiet, well-insulated basement room. 
Visitors are kept to a minimum, and 
those who are allowed into the room 
must keep their voices low. 

“It doesn’t take much to startle them,” 
says Rasching, “and if they stay off the 
nest for a while, the eggs grow cold,. 
and then I get no young birds.” 

The baby birds are banded when they 
are five days old. At about a month, 
they begin to try their voices. 

“This is no indication of their future 
song powers,” says Rasching, “but we 
can tell the males that way.” 

Over the summer, Rasching keeps his 
birds in a huge “flight cage” in his 
garage. During the day, the doors are 
kept open, and the birds get plenty of 
fresh air, sunshine, and exercise, to pre- 
pare them for the canary shows in the 


fall. 


HEN THE birds are over their 
summer moult (loss of feathers) 
they are caged individually, and their 
developing song is “judged” by Rasch- 
ing to see which will be the best singers. 
The most promising birds are taken up 
to’ the Raschings’ kitchen, where the 
cages, are placed on shelves. A tutor bird 
is placed over the school and the young 
birds develop the good song which was 
bred into them. 

“It’s a good idea, if one has time, to 
darken the young birds’ cages for an 
hour or so each day,” says Rasching. 
“They spend that hour listening to the 
tutor instead of singing themselves, and 
their song develops faster.” 

During this training period, the birds 
are fed half canary and half rape seed, 
plus small amounts of egg mash, condi- 
tion mixture, and vitamin oil food, and 
of course, greens daily. (The word 
“greens” includes oranges, tomatoes, and 
carrots, as well as the leafy greens.) 

At least once a week during this 
period, the birds are put into a flight 
cage for exercise and a bath. A few 
hours is sufficient, but they may be 
left two or three days, because very 
young birds don’t fight much. 

When the young birds have devel- 
oped their song powers, Rasching 
divides them up into four-bird teams,

and lets each team practice individually 
with the tutor. By December, the birds 
are in full song and are ready for the 
roller song shows. 


ACH REGION has its own canary 
association which sponsors shows. 
Rasching belongs to the Central States 


Roller Canary Association, with head-. 


quarters in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
Anyone from anywhere in the country 
may enter rollers, provided they have 
raised and trained them personally. 
Champions may not be purchased from 
other breeders and exhibited by the 
purchaser. This rule varies in each 
region. California, for example, allows 
purchased birds to win prizes. Nobody 
can cheat on this because each bird has 
an identification ring around its leg 
which tells in code numbers everything 
about its origin. 


Each show awards ribbons and 
trophies in several divisions. For ex- 
ample: Best schockel singer, best team 
of old birds, best team of young singers 
(under a year), best bird in show, best 
hollow bell singer, and other awards. 
The first place award is usually a ribbon 
and a trophy, while second through 
sixth place bird teams are awarded rib- 
bons. This is not a hard and fast rule, 
however. 


A bird team which has won four 
“best in show” awards is designated as 
a “champion.” The breeder may then 
enter the birds in the grand champion 
show, at which the grand champion is 
selected from among all the champion 
teams. 

There is, of course, more prestige in 
winning at one of the grand champion 
shows than there is in winning a show 
which is open to all. 


Rasching seldom travels along with 
his teams himself. He usually ships 
the birds air mail, in small cages which 
fit into special ventilated boxes. The 
shipping boxes are marked “Live Stock 
—Handle With Care!” Each bird is 
given extra amounts of seed for the trip, 


plus half an apple or orange for liquid. 


Instead of water, there is a water-soaked 
sponge placed in each bird’s seed cup. 
That this method of shipping is success- 
ful was proved by a team which came 
back to Rasching from California re- 


cently with several first place awards. 


The judging papers are returned by 
mail, so the breeder knows how his 
birds scored. 

Birds that are shipped to shows by 
air mail are cared for during the show 
period by members of the local group.

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In the same way, Rasching and other 
members of the Milwaukee group care 
for out-of-town birds when they are 
the host:club. 

Judges at canary shows are men who 
have received their training from ex- 
perienced German and English canary 
judges. The art of judging is one that 
is passed on from person to person and 
cannot be learned from a textbook. The 
only part of judging that is written in 
canary association rules is the method 
of scoring. The Central States group 
uses the 100 per cent method, alloting 
so much for each tour. Other groups 
use a method whereby nine points is 
the highest score obtainable. 


—— RASCHING’S birds have won 
their year’s share of~the ribbons 
and trophies, and his prize winners are 
discussed in canary fanciers’ homes all 
over the country, his big sales season 
begins. Dozens of breeders visit him 
each week to buy female breeders. The 
selling is still going strong in March. 

At this, Rasching shakes his head 
dolefully. “They should get them earlier 
than March,” he says. “The birds like 
to get used to their new home, just 
as human beings do.” 

Although the sales season for breed- 
ers is only about three months long, 
Mr. Rasching’s championship stock is 
always in demand. 


“It’s amazing the drawing power the 
word champion has,” Rasching com- 
ments. “Whenever I get a surplus of 
ordinary singers and find it necessary 
to advertise in order to dispose of the 
excess stock, all it takes is a little two- 
line classified advertisement worded 
like this: ‘Canaries for sale. Champion 
roller stock.’ Within a week, my surplus 
is gone!” 

Rasching has found that it is much 
more profitable to sell the birds in- 
dividually to customers, rather than in 
large lots to department stores. The 
stores, of course, pay a lower price 
because they must leave room for a 
mark-up. 

“The two best places to advertise for 
individual customers,” says Rasching, 
“are the American Cage Bird magazine, 
where you contact breeders interested 
in prize stock, and the classified section 
of your local paper or of hobby maga- 
zines where you contact people who 
want only a singing canary in their 
home. 

“Canary breeding is a hobby you 
should start for fun and then just let

ago. She found there were many styles 
of hoops, farthingales, and bustles. 


And now our fair lady is ready for her 
gown, and what gowns! Using for ref- 
erence, the Godey, Graham, and Peter- 
sen magazines; the books, “History of 
American Costume,” by Elizabeth Mc- 
Clellan; “English Costume,” by Iris 
Brooke and J. Laver; “The Mode of 
Costume,” by R. Turner Wilcox, and 
others, Mrs. Jaeggi creates exquisite 
little gowns. Some of the materials are 
lovely remnants of silk, satin, brocade, 
and velvets, as well as some older types 
of materials which are completely 
Strange to us in 1952. She has made 
some real discoveries by patronizing 
rummage sales. There she often finds a 
lovely piece of material probably stored 
in a trunk for several generations, and 
her expert’s eyes quickly see its possibili- 
ties. She has found many pieces of 
antique lace, old ribbons, beaded pieces, 
and discarded jewelry, which she saves 
until she needs that particular item. For 
example, the beautiful Indian maiden, 
Sacajawea, may be dressed from a pair 
of white kid gloves, and her blue beaded 
belt may be the work of some little Girl 
Scout. 


The completed gowns often have 
beading, lace, braid, buttons, and many 
other types of trim to make almost exact 
copies of the gowns pictured in various 
books and magazines. The costumes are 
complete with accessories of fans, muffs, 
bags, and hats. 


As Mrs. Jaeggi showed me some of 
her lovely ladies in their beautiful attire, 
she told me stories of the great women 
of history, stories of their exciting lives 
of love and war. She said with a twinkle 
in her eyes, “Some of these ladies really 
led very wicked lives, but I certainly get 
a lot of enjoyment out of making them!” 


Other dolls Mrs. Jaeggi has made 
include Christopher Columbus, John 
Smith and Pocahontas, George and 
Martha Washington, General Douglas 
MacArthur, Betsy Ross; also these 
portrait characters: Whistler’s Mother 
(seated on a chair), Gainsborough’s 
Blue Boy, and Pinkie by Sir Thomas 
Lawrence, and others. She has made the 
Presidents’ wives, with dresses copied 
from a Smithsonian Institution book 
and profiles from “Ladies of the White 
House.”

M* JAEGGI has won a good deal of 
acclaim in the form of medals and 
blue ribbons, from various county fairs, 
exhibits, and conventions. She placed 
third in the national contest sponsored - 
by the Marine Historical Association of 
Mystic, Connecticut, at the National 
Doll convention held at Detroit in Au-- 
gust, 1951. Her seafaring character was 
Captain Wm. Story who helped make 
Salem, Massachusetts well-known as 
“the pepper city.” This doll is in the 
museum at Mystic, Connecticut. Her 
dolls won one first prize and two second 
prizes in the Los Angeles County Fair 
last year. 

Mrs. Jaeggi has exhibited her dolls 
and given discussions for many pro- 
grams in North Platte for churches, 
schools, lodges, and Girl Scouts; also 
to the Kearney Woman’s Club in Kear- 
ney, Nebraska, and to a unit of the Na- 
tional Doll Club when it met in Co- 
lumbus, Nebraska. 


The two latest displays of her dolls 
were at the antique show in Foot Guard 
Hall in Hartford, Connecticut, and at 
Old Port Guild exhibit in Conimicut, 
Rhode Island. 


Displaying her dolls in these various 
places has led to many sales. Mrs. Jaeggi 
has advertised her dolls in PROFITABLE 
HOBBIES, and The Toy Trader. When 
interested persons write to her for fur- 
ther information, Mrs. Jaeggi sends small 
snapshots of the dolls they are particu- 
larly interested in, as well as an advertis- 
ing leaflet which she had printed, listing 
all the dolls available to prospective 
buyers. Mrs. Jaeggi has filled orders’ 
from all parts of the United States. She 
made approximately 135 dolls last year, 
and sold thirty-five dolls after she began 
advertising, in the last half of 1951. The 
other dolls were for her own collection. 


Mrs. Jaeggi keeps her own collection 
complete, and makes dolls to sell on 
order only. These dolls are sold under 
the trade name of “Vee” dolls. Her dolls 
are priced at $3.50 for the child char- 
acters, $8.50 for men, and $10 for 
women, plus a small postage fee if they 
are to be mailed. 

The profit would be hard to deter- 
mine in dollars, since costs vary. For 
instance, Queen Victoria may be dressed 
in rummage sale satin, or very expensive 
remnant silk. This is a spare time hobby 
for Mrs. Jaeggi, but could be made more 
profitable if she spent full time on the

After that he took samples to other 
shops until he had ten customers, all 
of whom now give repeat orders. Two 
are specialty stores located in the near- 
by towns of Evanston and Winnetka, 
Illinois, where each has exclusive rights 
in the town to sell jewelry “Handmade 
by Seymour”—the name Shlaes and his 
wife have given his work. The other 
eight stores are located in various Chi- 
cago neighborhoods, where the simple, 
arresting beauty of his designs has 
great appeal. One of these stores is 
located in Chicago’s famous ‘loop. 


‘University towns are good locations 
for selling such jewelry, for college 
students all are pleased with it. 


“Simplicity in design is my keynote,” 
says Shlaes, “and this kind of jewelry 
is very much in favor with many people 
who have a well developed taste for 
modern design. It has a great resem- 
blance to the primitive. The more 
modern your design, the closer to the 
primitive art forms you seem to get.” 

Mrs. Shlaes wears her husband’s 
jewelry at her work. This in itself is 
advertising, for she meets a wide Va- 
riety of potential purchasers. When a 
big Girl Scout campaign is in prog- 
ress, she meets business and industrial 
executives, political bigwigs, teachers, 
writers, and so on. Almost everyone 
exclaims over the originality and eye- 
appeal of her jewelry. She can only 
tell these people where the things can 
be bought, for repeat orders and spe- 
cial, single orders from the shops 
through which he sells keep Shlaes too 
busy to make jewelry for individuals.

This ar- 
rangement suits Shlaes, for the company 
will handle all packaging, advertising, 
shipping, and so on, and he will still be 
free to concentrate on making his pieces 
perfect, and to enjoy all the pleasure 
any maker of such artistic things takes 
in such a creative, as well as profitable, 
avocation.

She’ll Put You on a Tray 
(Continued from Page 23) 


M*: BORRIS’ first trays were placed 
through the Junior League’s Ex- 
change. But the additional orders: that 
resulted from sales of the first few came 
so swiftly that she really had not time to 
prepare more trays to offer for sale at 
the Junior League shop—and that con- 
tinued through the first season, in which 
she made a much later start than she 
does now. 

Christmas, of course, is the big season 
for the painted trays. So in August Mrs. 
Borris starts taking orders for Christmas 
delivery. The first thing she does is to 
get on the telephone and call those who 
have bought trays, or who told her last 
year that they likely would want addi- 
tional trays this Christmas. And, when 
her calls are finished, she has a sizeable 
list on which to start, many wanting 
three or four to use as gifts to friends 
at Christmas. This is supplemented with 
small displays at near-by antique and gift 
stores (only three or four) and at the 
Junior League shop. On these, of course, 
she must pay a sales commission. 


Then begins the business of collecting 
data for the trays, for a majority of 
them are done individually. This is quite 
a task but not as hard as*it would be if 
the buyers were not so enthusiastic 
about the gift they are about to give to a 
friend. Mrs. Borris starts turning them 
out in August, despite the heat of the 
Texas summer, in order to finish them 
by Christmas. Most of her work, how- 
ever, is done on a comparatively cool 
and highly attractive porch. 


Plastic trays in red, green or black 
(or other colors if ordered) are pur- 
chased at art stores or ten-cent stores, 
averaging about 22 cents each. Individ- 
ualized painted trays sell for $8 and the 
plain Christmas variety (with a Christ- 
mas tree, etc., in the center—or other 
conventional or unconventional design) 
for $5. During the fall season last year 
leading to Christmas, Barbara Borris 
sold more than 250 of the individualized 
type and more than 100 of the Christ- 
mas general type. 


The paintings are of the cartoonized 
variety. Three or more bright colors are 
used for the paintings and they give an 
extremely gay and bright appearance 
that immediately elicits inquiries from 
the guest when the host is serving from 
them. Indications are that orders this 
year will likely run to the 500 mark for 
the individualized trays and it is likely

ris’ only productions. In fact, there 
seems to be no limit to her ingenuity. 
She has devised four highly saleable and 
usable articles from practically nothing. 
Fly-swatters which would grace any 
porch or kitchen are made from ten cent 
swatters which are adorned with mate- 
rial-scraps bought from a department 
store for a few cents more. They sell 
rapidly for $1.50 each. She buys dust 
pans for 25 cents each and turns them 
into silent “butlers” that sell for $2 or 
more, if individualized. Tin-cup candle 
holders are bought for a total of 15 
cents, counting the shades, and sell for 
$1.50, while tin-dipper candle holders 
(made from army surplus dippers which 
cost 10 cents) sell for from $1 to $1.50. 

Mrs. Borris haunts junk yards and is 
continually producing something like, 
for instance, a magazine rack from a 
discarded truck spring. Recently she did 
a switch and made a candle-holder from 
an electric light fixture (creating an 
“antique,” thereby) and now she’s visit- 
ing electric fixture companies to get 
more to supply the demand. 

Profitable hobby? Well, the painted 
trays provided more than enough for 
along trip and vacation after the Christ- 
mas business last year.

Thus if there 
isa price difference, it is by the nature 
of the finished, or unfinished, duck. If 
there were two furniture stores in a cer- 
tain area, I think I would favor one and 
give him exclusive on the line. (This 
applies in outlying or community shop- 
ping areas only.)

and allowed to stand overnight. A knife 
is then run completely around the edge, 
and the cake is inverted. Gentle and pa- 
tient tapping on the underside loosens 
the cake without causing breakage. 


NCE ON the modeling board, all 

browned portions are removed. 
The slightly rounded center, character- 
istic of all butter cakes, is also sliced 
off to achieve uniform thickness. De- 
sired shapes are then cut from the large 
sheet of cake. One by one these pat- 
terned pieces are stacked on a plywood 
platform on which the entire cake rests. 
This three-ply base, square or rectangu- 
lar depending on the general shape of 
the cake, is covered with several layers 
of cloth and white paper before the ac- 
tual building of the cake is started. From 
ten to fourteen pans of cake are needed 
for an average product. 

Between each layer of cake goes a 
14-inch boiled syrup icing, which has 
less tendency to become sticky than 
other frostings similar in appearance. 
When all layers are in place, the cake 
is completely covered with the icing. 
Finally comes the decorating, done with 
a metal, barrel-type decorator. Although 
the cakes are generally white, such de- 
tails as flowers, leaves and signs are ap- 
plied in icing tinted with vegetable col- 
oring. 

No forms or molds are used in mak- 
ing the decorations; all are built up free- 
hand. When trees are desired, however, 
stiff wire is used as foundations and the 
icing is applied to the wire. Windows 
are formed by cutting back into the 
cake, attaching cloth curtains, and cov- 
ering the entire opening with Cello- 
phane. 

Inedible objects such as dolls and bells 
are added last. 


ee HER daughter, Amie, who has 
worked with her for the last seven 
years, goes all the credit for getting Mrs.

Depending on the time required to 
complete a cake, the amount of ingredi- 
ents, and the elaborateness -of the fin- 
ished products, the prices range from 
$2.50 to $250. 

Johnson maintains that the 
cakes themselves are her best advertise- 
ments. Pictures featuring her cakes have 
often been taken at various social func- 
tions and have appeared in newspapers 
throughout the country. Frequently her 
name and address are mentioned in the 
accompanying story. Orders are accepted 
as far as eight months in advance. 

For replicas of buildings, Mrs. John- 
son works from photographs. Tiny dolls 
ate fashioned from various materials 
and dressed to represent the principals 
of the particular occasion for which the 
cake is being prepared. 


mM‘ JOR EQUIPMENT includes electric 
mixers, wooden cooling racks, a 
double-oven stove, and a wood table for 
the decorating process. Deep, built-in 
cabinets in the special decorating room 
hold supplies and decorating utensils. 
For modeling the cakes, Mrs. Johnson 
uses two knives, both more than 150 
years Old, with unusually thin, keen 
blades. 

Special care is needed in moving the 
fragile cakes. Wooden crates lined with 
cardboard and white paper are used for 
shipping. The cake is lowered onto down 
and Cellophane covers the 
whole top. 

“Since the expressmen can thus see 
what they’re handling,” Mrs. Johnson 
explains, “they exercise extreme caution 
in moving the boxes, and the cakes ar- 
tive at their destinations in perfect con- 
dition.” 

The crates, constructed by her hus- 
band and son-in-law, are usually re- 
turned by the customers. Eleven are kept 
in readiness at all times. 

“Decorating cakes is just another 
means of artistic self-expression,” this 
veteran baker explains. “And the satis- 
faction that comes from contributing a 
small part to joyous occasions is inde- 
scribable.”

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after introducing themselves and be- 
coming friendly, are practically given 
the freedom of the house, even being 
allowed to go up to the attic and rum- 
mage through old trunks and boxes. 
However, I’ve never tried to do that, I 
was just too shy. 


“One more thing, as long as we're on 
the subject of dealers and antique shops. 
Another source of supply of old glass of 
all kinds, we have found, is to attend 
the antique shows. These shows, usually 
held in the spring and fall in many 
parts of the country, bring together in 
one place, dealers and their wares from 
many of the surrounding cities and 
small towns. It is when he attends one 
of these shows that a new collector can 
decide what type of glassware to collect, 
and can compare prices. He can see 
what has become scarce and what items 


are still in good supply. Together with - 


the less expensive articles he will see 
costly and rare objects, and if he studies 
these carefully, he will be able to recog- 


nize them and know their value, if by- 


chance he should see them for sale 
in shops or in private homes. Here’s a 
bit of advice I’d like to pass along to 
anyone starting a collection of glass- 
ware, although the same advice might 
apply to any collection. A new collector 
might be tempted to buy a broken or 
damaged piece of old glass just because 
it’s cheap. We soon learned that instead 
of being cheap it really was expensive 
to purchase things like that. The re-sale 
value is practically nil for broken or 
damaged items, and certainly there is 
no pleasure in having things like that 
in a collection.” 


Bechtold chuckled. “This will show 
you how well-known I became because 
of my interest in vases. One Saturday 
when I was making the rounds of an- 
tique shops in other small towns, I 
stopped in a place I patronized fre- 
quently. The small daughter of the 


proprietor was alone in the store, but as » 


soon as she saw me she shouted to her 
father, who was upstairs—‘Papa! Here 
comes the vase man!’” 


Many people might think that one 
visit to a dealer or antique shop would 
be all that would be necessary to exhaust 
the possibilities of that shop or dealer, 
so far as that certain collector was con- 
cerned. But, according to Bechtold, that 
isn’t so. “Dealers are constantly on the 
lookout for items that might interest 
the collectors of different articles who 
call on them,” he explains. “The dealer’s 
stock is always changing. If he knows 
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, collector who is interested in vases, 
he will go out of his way to find vases 
for him to examine and perhaps buy. 
Dealers will do the same thing for 
people interested in any type of article. 
for that reason I made it a habit to 
all on the shops and dealers in the 
surrounding territory at least every two 
weeks.” 


HAT BECHTOLD had said about 

some collectors calling at psivate 
homes, Or going out into the country 
and stopping at farms in an effort to 
discover old glassware, or other old ob- 
jects which they were interested in col- 
lecting, intrigued me. Therefore, I called 
on several other collectors of my ac- 
quaintance to learn what they would 
have to say on that subject. Both of the 
collectors I visited—one a collector of 
dower-chests and the other a collector 
of old bottles—agreed with what Bech- 
told had ‘said. However, in their case 
their collections had been acquired in 
both ways—by buying from dealers and 
in antique shops, and from purchasing 
directly from people who had the thimgs 
they wanted. 


“Why, that’s where I had the most 
fun—and still do!” Stefan George of 
Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, told me. 
George, who is the program director of 
alocal radio station, went on to explain: 
‘like to meet people, and I like to talk 
with them.- Most of my collection of 
bottles were bought by me from people 
who were strangers—but who now are 
my friends. I collect any type of bottle 
except liquor or soft drink. I have per- 
fume bottles, water bottles, fruit jars, 
medicinal bottles and so forth. I started 
my collection just the opposite to the 
way Mr. Bechtold started his. That is, 
Iwas able to acquire, through friends, 
aid by approaching people, quite a 
large assortment of bottles before I even 
stepped inside an antique shop or met 
a dealer. Perhaps I wouldn’t have 
bought so many worthless bottles— 
worthless now, perhaps, but in time they 
might become valuable—if I had 
bought only from dealers. But, don’t 
forget, I had a lot of fun and met a 
great many interesting people, while 
buying those worthless bottles. On my 
days off and sometimes in the early 
evenings my wife and:I would ride out 
into the country. When we saw a farm 
that appealed to us, we'd stop. If it was 
after supper, usually some of the family 
would be sitting in the yard or on the 
porch. It would take only a moment

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to explain why we had stopped, and 
because part of my job is announcing, 
the conversation would usually go some- 
thing like this: 

“‘’m a radio announcer over the 
local station—perhaps you have heard 
my voice?’ (I find it very easy to start 
a conversation with strangers. If I was 
employed by the telephone company 
I'd ask them how they liked the service. 
If I worked in a grocery store I’d prob- 
ably ask them what they thought of 
the high prices. Most people are so very 
friendly it takes little to start the con- 
versational ball rolling.) ‘Well, my 
hobby is collecting bottles. If you have 
any that are odd-shaped or quite old— 
and if you wouldn’t mind showing them 
to me, and if they are some I don’t have 
in my collection—I'd like to buy them.’ 


“You’d be surprised how many con- 
versations that. group of words has 
started,” George said, laughing. “I can’t 
remember any place we stopped where 
we were treated badly or rudely. Some- 
times, though, people thought we were 
a little ‘tetched in the head’ to want to 
buy old bottles. But when I talked about 
my collection they would really get in- 
terested, and if they had any old bottles 
they would show them to me. Some- 
times, of course, they wouldn’t know 
exactly what I meant by ‘old’ bottles, 
and their first reaction would be to say 
they didn’t have any. But when I ex- 
plained, especially when I mentioned 
‘fruit jars’ and every farmer’s wife 
puts up fruit or preserves or food of 
some kind—they’d often take me into 
the cellar and show me the rows of 
food they had canned. Sometimes we 
got the jars by buying the delicious food 
and preserves that were in them.” 


So, all collectors have their own ways 
of finding the items for their collection. 


Es THOUGH the Bechtolds special- 
ize in almost all types of vases, as 
their collection grew, some of the vases 
struck their fancy more than others. 
They began to concentrate on collecting 
a type of vase made from “satin-glass.” 
Satin-glass is made by a process in 
which refiring plays an important_part, 
and the resulting finish has the soft 
“feel” of rich satin. These “satin” vases 
are now that part of their collection of 
which they are the most proud. Very 
little, if any, satin-glass is being made 
now and therefore it is becoming more 
valuable.

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influence its rarity. For example, “milk- 
glass’ was very plentiful a number of 
yeats ago. There was so much of it that 
people simply weren't interested in col- 
lecting it. Then a weekly magazine, 
which had a large circulation, published 
an article about it, and almost overnight 
people began collecting “milk-glass,” 
with the result that it is now scarce. 

“Carnival glass” is another instance. 
A few years ago this orange-colored 
glass—made in every conceivable type 
and shape of glassware, from plates to 
pitchers—was given away as prizes at 
carnivals. It was so plentiful and cheap 
that it was looked on then the way we 
regard the lowly milk bottle today. 
Then, for no apparent reason except 
that it was no longer being made, people 
began to collect it. It is still reasonably 
priced and quite easy to find, but in 
time, if it follows the pattern of past 
examples, it will become more rare 
and its value will increase. 

“I can remember,” Bechtold says, 
‘that only a few years ago a dealer in 
glass or an antique shop proprietor 
wouldn’t have carnival glass in the store. 
They considered it worthless. Now it’s 
displayed in many shops. It’s becoming 
a part of antique glassware.” 

The story of glassware collecting is 
full of incidents like that of “milk- 
glass” and “carnival glass.” No one 
knows what type of glassware will be- 
come popular with collectors next. A 
good rule to follow, however, is to buy 
a type of glassware that is still in 
teasonable quantity—like carnival glass 
—and one that is just becoming of 
interest to collectors and dealers. As the 
number of collectors increases, it is 
only natural that the value of the 
articles will increase. 

“Collecting is so wonderful because 
it can be started and enjoyed at any 
age,” Bechtold says. “And don’t forget, 
too, I’m retired after a busy life. Some- 
times I don’t know what I would have 
done to occupy myself if it hadn’t been 
for my collection and the accumulation 
of odds and ends of glassware. It has 
helped to keep me mentally alert, and 
has kept up my contacts with other 
people.”

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rupled. Of course, there are all kinds of 
prices that can be paid for glassware. 
Just as with paintings or with stamps, 
you can buy items for a few cents or 
for hundreds of dollars. What makes 
Bechtold’s collection so interesting to 
the average collector is that he has kept 
to a middle course. The prices he has 
paid for the vases in his collection range 
between .$2 and $5. He has some he 
has paid less for, and there are a few 
in his collection for which he has paid 
more. Some of his most. beautiful vases 
he paid less than a dollar for, and they 
have increased in value, proportionately, 
with those for which he paid more. 


When you have a collection, or even 
just a few good pieces, of a type of 
article—not only glassware—that is 
being collected by others, it is compara- 
tively easy to dispose of them when 
you want to. That is where the dealer 
comes in. He may be a dealer in an- 
tiques or glassware, or simply a man 
who runs a second-hand store. But his 
business depends upon finding things 
for collectors—collectors of all kinds of 
things. These collectors call on the 
dealer—as Bechtold does for vases—and 
the dealer is a very sad man if he 
doesn’t have on his shelves a great 
many collectible articles. 


Remember, the dealer is not inter- 
ested in “collecting” himself, or in hold- 
ing articles until they increase in value. 
He is looking for a quick turnover of 
stock. If he buys a vase for $1.50, he 
is more interested in quickly reselling 
it for $2 than he is in holding it for 
two years and then selling it for $4. 

The dealer, therefore, is always look- 
ing for something to buy. He is a good 
man to sell your collection to eventually, 
if you want to dispose of it, or to sell— 
as you are collecting—duplicates of 
articles in your collection. 


“We have always felt,” Bechtold sums 
up, “that, with the tendency toward 
higher prices that has prevailed in re- 
cent years, the money we have spent 
on our collection has been in a way, 
money saved, or money invested in 
something tangible. After all, money 
spent on many other forms of enter- 
tainment and amusement cannot be 
recovered at all! With our collection 
we have relaxation and entertainment 
and the possession of beautiful things— 
plus the knowledge that, given enough 
time, we can sell our collection to any 
reputable dealer in glassware—for a 
profit.”
